London Failures 1 Will Not Have 
Much Effects on 
Rossland. 



Mines are Working on Their 
Own Merits as Paying 
Concerns. 



British Columbia Mining Men 
Takes a Hopeful View of 
Situation. 



Rossland, Dec, "9. — The suspension of 
the Loudon and Globe in Loudon yester- 
day emitted considerable excitement here. 
But from the best sources of information 
available, it was evident tliiit it will not 
affect this camp unfavorably. The Lon- 
don and Globe ban a capital of £13,000,- 
O0U. It was Conned a.s the parent com- 
pany for Westralian companies, of which 
Whitaker Wright was the leading spirit, 
It is the parent company of the British 
American Corporation, which was organ- 
ized on March 1, 1S9S, for the purpose of 
operating in British Columbia mines, 
with a capital stock of £1,500,000. It 
is the parent corporation of the Colum- 
bin-Kootenny Mining Co., Rossland; 
(..rent Western Mining Co., Northport 
Mining & Smelting Co., and Le Roi No. 
1 Mining Co. and Le Roi No. 2. The. 
shareholders in the London and Globo 
had the preference in purchase of the 
shares of the B. A. Co., and also when 
the notations were made of the Le Roi, 
Le Roi No. 2 and the other flotations 
made by the 3. A. Co. In this way con- 
siderable stock in these companies is held 
by the stockholders in the London and 
Globe. Before the several companies 
were placed on the market, however, tno 
B. A. Co. financiered them, that is to 
say, they found the money to purchase 
them and to put them on a shipping bas- 
is. The B. A. Co. received what money 
it advanced in this way, and a profit 
when the companies were organized and 
their shares disposed of. These compan- 
ies are all standing on their own bottom 
now and are independent. They are be- 
ing operated by the companies formed to 
run them, and are in no way affected by 
tho fact that the London and Globe has 
suspended payment. The'LeRoi has been 
shipping, the Xo. 1 and Rossland and 
Great Western and the Columbia and 
Kootenay are all in a position to ship. 
Tho latter, however, hats not yet been 
provided with transportation facilities, 
and is not in quite an forward a state as 
the others are. What has kept No. 1 
and tho Rossland and Great Western 
from shipping only a few hundred tons 
for several months past is the lack of 
smelting facilities, and these are now be- 
ing provided for by the enlargement of 
tho smelter at Northpurv. 

The Le Roi has (iO.OOO tons of ore in 
the yards at Northport, and there is lots 
more broken down and ready to ship in 
the Le Roi. The Le Roi No. 2 and the 
Rossland and Great Western, in fact, 
could, were the smelter facilities avail- 
able, ship 1,000 tons a day. 

The Nickel Plate Co. shipped 4,000 tons 
and the Le Roi No. 2 the same. By tho 
first of February the Northport smelter 
capacity will increase from (150 tons to 
about 1,000 tons, and this will enable it 
to handle about all the present output. 
But in order to provide for a future in- 
crease, the smelter's capacity is to be en- 
larged to at least 2,000 ton_g per day. The 
management of the B. A. Co. in this city 
knows nothing whatever of the causes 
of suspension of the London and Globe, 
and says that they are paying all their 
attention to mining, and, have no know- 
lodge of the manipulations of the Lon- 
don stock market. They were positive, 
however, that the suspension would havo 
no effect on the mines here, as they are 
able to stand alone and pay their own 
way, and that their future was assured 
beyond the peradventure of a doubt. So 
far as Rossland is concerned, the fall in 
the price of shares will have little or no 
effect, for the reason that only a very 
few shares are held here. A short time 
since there was some speculating on mar- 
gins in Le Roi shares, and some sold out 
at a profit, and the rest were sold out be- 
cause of a failure to put up margins. One 
man owns 3,000 B. A. Co. shares, and 
he is amply able to hold them for a rise. 
It is thought the suspensidh of the Lon- 
don and Globe is due to cause ever since 
Whitaker Wright coup in Le Roi No. 
2, in which the brokers who bought short 
were pretty badly squeezed. A number 
of London' brokers have been endeavor* 
ing to make a counter coup in order to 
get even. 

On Friday the annual meeting of the 
Le Roi Company was held in London, 
and at. this the announcement was made 
that owing to the large sum required for 
development work and for the business 
plants put in, that no dividend would be 
declared. This, it is thought, led to an 
onslaught on the London and Globe, 
which caused the suspension. 

London, Dec. 20.— Mony of the shares 
of the West Australian and other groups 
were absolutely unsaleable to-day. Since 
Thursday, Lake Views have lost five

London and Globe shares fell from lis. 
to (is. Gd. They are now 9s. Gd. Al- 
though there is some nervousness in re- 
gard to speculative shares generally, lest 
the public should become alarmed, it is 
thought that probably the worst is 
known. The London and Globe, in one 
of tho subsidiaries of which (the Lake 
View) nil the trouble originated, is a 
highly speculative financing company, 
which has met with much adverse criti- 
cism during the last few years. 

Interviewed by a Colonist reporter yes- 
terday evening on the question as to 
what effect the suspension of the London 
& Globo Finance Corporation would have 
on British Columbia mining stocks, Mr. 
J. Roderick Robertson said he did not 
think the result would be at nil serious, 
though the failure was to be regretted, as 
it would cause- a temporary depression. 
The London & Globe's holdings in Brit- 
ish Columbia consist almost solely of (lift 
British America Corporation's properties; 
and they are now suftlcienty developed 
and well-equipped with machinery to 
stand upon their merits and recover 
speedily from any set-back which may 
result from the failure. Mr. Robertson 
is not disposed to regard the failure as 
calculated to disturb to any considerable 
extent the mining interests of British Co- 
lumbia.

the General News From 
South Africa Is Very 
Bright. 



London, Dec. 30.— Last night's cablo 
despatches from South Africa add little 
or nothing to the information concerning 
I he situation there. The general trend of 
events seems to show that the British are 
regaining the ground recently lost. 

A Standerton despatch, dated Decem- 
ber 28, says it is estimated that 2,000 
Boers were engaged iu tho operations in 
North Natal, hoping to break die Brit- 
ish line of communication. This plan 
tailed, and tho Boers were driven off in 
each case with moie or less I. s -, th ir cas- 
ualties in the past day or two numbering 
50, while the British casualties were 
slight. 

According to a Johannesburg despatch 
of Friday's date, Gen. French occupied 
Ventersdorp that day without opposition. 
This place being a great. telegraphic cen- 
tre, has been much used by the Boers 
for the dissemination of information. 

The possession of Venteisdorp, Richten- 
burg and Zerrust gives the British a 
strong hold upon this part of tho coun- 
try. 

From Carnavon, under yesterday's 
date, comes a despatch saying that the 
Boers occupied Vosburg on December 
27, in force, and were reported to bo 
moving on Carnarvon, wjiere martial law 
has been proclaimed. The farmers have 
assured the authorities that they will re- 
main loyal and will suppress disloyal 
talk. 

It is creditably reported, according to a 
despatch from Newcastle, dated Decem- 
ber 21), that Louis Botha has informed 
Commandant Spruight that Kruger has 
sent word that the burghers must lay 
down their arms or continue fighting, on 
their own account, as no support from 
Europe can be expected. 

Craderock, Cape Colony, Friday, Dec. 
27.— Kimberley is almost isolated by 
Boer raiders. No mail had reached there 
from December 10 to December 25. Pro- 
visions are at famine prices. The military 
took charge of all the food stuff on De- 
cember 22. The Leinster regiment, com- 
manded by Major Barry, had a skirmish 
lasting four hours with the Boers at 
Drienfrjntein, on December 27, suffering 
slight losses. The Boers at Cetuk cap- 
tured a convoy of 25 wagons on Christ- 
mas Eye.

Le Temps Hopes For a Cordial 
Understanding Between 
France and Britain. 



Paris, Dec. 29.— Tho semi-official 
Temps, favorably commenting on tho, 
prospects of the Anglo-French ne- 
gotiations regarding the New- 
foundland French shore, says: 
"France cannot bo deprived of hen 
incontestable and undisputed rights. An 
understanding must be arranged, but this 
task is not above the efforts of the diplo- 
mats of tho two countries. It would be 
especially happy if that cause of per 
petual misunderstandings and permanent 
bad relations, thanks to the wisdom nnd 
good-will of the two governments, should 
become the basis for accord, and that 
Newfoundland instead of being a bone of 
contention, becomes tho cause of a cor- 
dial understanding between France and 
England.

His Going to Assistance 
of Yeomanry. 1 



London, Dec. 29. — ^Major-General Sir 
Henry Colville, whose resignation has 
been demanded by tho war office, but 
who refused to resign and same to Eng- 
land from Gibraltar, tarrying at Ply- 
mouth a day to demand a trial by court 
martial, to establish the responsibility for 
the Yeomanry disaster at Lindley last 
May, has made a counter strike at the 
Will- office in a three thousand-word 
statement, .which ho has given to the 
press. 

He says he has come home to demand 
a free inquiry and does not intend to bo- 
rn 'do a scapegoat for the sake of the 
staff. Ho avers that the Lindley disaster 
could never have happened had be been 
informed of Lord Roberts' intentions. The 
primary cause of the surrender, he says, 
was the insufficient information given by 
the headquarters staff to Scott, Spragge 
and himself, and he declines to accept the 
blame. Ho lays out tho facts and blames 
others. 

Gen. Colville and his influential friends- 
in and out of the army are thus begin- 
ning a campaign against the new secre- 
tary of state for war, Mr. William St. 
John Broderick, Lord Roberts and Gen. 
Kitchener. It is said it is to he fought 
out with some ferocity in parliament. 

When he returned from South Africa, 
Gen. Colville says he fully acquainted 
the war office with the facts. After some 
time he. was informed by Gen. Evelyn 
Woods, the adjutant-general, that Lord 
Latsdowne, then secretary of state for 
war, had directed him to say that Gen.. 
Lord Wolseley, the commander-in-chief,, 
has approved Gen. Colville's resuming his 
Gibraltar command. He learned unoffi- 
cially that an army board of five of 
the highest officials of the war offlce had 
considered his statements, and Lord Rob- 
erts' despatches on the. subject. His re- 
appointment wan the result of the in- 
quiry. To his intense surprise, Adjt.-Gen. . 
Wooo. on December 21, notified him that 
Mr. William St. John Broderick, the new- 
ly-appointed secretary of state for war, 
held him responsible for the loss of the - 
Yeomanry, and ordered him to quit his 
command immediately, and hand over hie - 
resignation. 

Gen. Colville, going into official details* 
says he was ordered to concentrate his 
division at Heilbron on May 20, and, 
names the various dispositions of the 
other divisions, which extended across 
tho Orange River Colony. Ho assumed 
that Lord Roberts intended to advance, 
sweeping all before him. His orders- 
wore nbsolute, and ho had to can... them 
out. Hence lie could not go to the re- 
lief of (he 500 Yeomanry without risking; 
the success of the grand operation. Un- 
der any circumstances, he says, he ron- 
sidered it his duty to push on, oven if ho 
wore sure it would entail the loss of the. 
Yeomanry. Besides, he had only food 
enough for two days. Ho pushed on, and 
the Yeomanry surrendered. Lord Rob- 
erts broke up Gen. Colville's division and. 
expressed his dissatisfaction. 

"On my pointing out that I had obey- 
ed his orders to the letter," declares Gen.. 
Colville, "he said his orders were only in- 
tended as a guide." 

^Gon. Colville alludes to some of tho 
Yoomanry being millionaires, and quotes 
Lord Roberts as saying it was his duty 5 - 
to sacrifice his force for the Yeomanry. 

"It will be remembered," Gen. Col- 
ville says, "that the cr.rps in Die elito 
numbered 500 and my force nearly eight 
times that number." 

Gen. -Colville recites two examples of 
what he considers Lord Kitchener's "de- 
fective staff work." 



NAVAL RESERVE. 



rian Proposed to Bo Followed in tho- 
United States. 

Washington, Dec. 29.— A bill will bo 
introduced into congress upon its TO-ap. 
sembling for the formation of a naval re- 
serve based upon plans prepared by a 
board cmposed of Admiral Dewey, Rear 
Admiral Orowuishield and Capt. Evans. 
The features of the bill are the limitation 
of tho reserve force to a total or 20,000 
men; the officers not to exceed GOO ir> 
number. Tho terms of enlistment is fix- 
ed at five years. Retired naval officers, 
owners and masters of ocean steamers, 
may qualify as lieutenants at $200 por 
year for the first grade, $150 for the sec- 
ond grade, and $100 for ensigns. En- 
listed men are limited to $50 per year 
and are to be provided with two uni- 
forms nnd a sleeping outfit. Not loss> 
than thirty days' service each year on, . 
a naval vessel is required. Naval re- 
servo officers are to be borne upon the na- 
val register; the officers and men are ex- 
empted from jury and militia duty, aro 
entitled to hospital treatment, pensions 
nnd admission to tho sailors' home on 
tho same terms as regular sailors. Ati 
appropriation of $100,000 will bo asked ' 
for. 



HARMSWORTIBS EXPERIMENT. 

For One Day He Will Edit a Twentieth- 
Century Paper. 

Chicago, Dec. 29. — Alfred Harms-- 
worth, editor and proprietor of tho Lnn- ■ 
don Daily Mail, has consented to take- 
entire charge for one day only of the New 
York "World, next Monday, to illustrate- 
his ideas of what the Twentieth Cen'ur^ 
newspaper should bo. Tuesday's edition 
of the World will bo under Mr. Harms- 
worth's sole direction — now in form, size, 
stylo and contents. It is said that Mr, 
Joseph Pulitzer persinally offered tn givn 
twenty thousand dollars to any charity 
Mr. Harmsworth designated, if Mr. 
Harrnsworth could successfully illustrate 
his novel ideas of twentieth century jour- 
nalism, which ho has expressed in re- 
cent magazine articles and newspaper in- 
iaterviews.

Disaster to 

London Brokers 



London and Globe Finance 
Corporation Has Come 
to Grief. 



And 



Its Fall Pulls Down 
Number of Other 
Firms. 



Loudon, Dec. 29.— The London & 
Globe Finance Corporation, Ltd., lias 
suspended payment. When the brokers 
yesterday delivered stock purchased on 
account of the London & Globo and 
asked for payment, they received 
cheeks which were dishonored. This 
was followed to-day by the failure ou 
the stock exchange of twelve linns — 
Haggard, Halo & Prixloy; Care & 
Driver; Douglas ,Tr. & Co.; Corn foot 
Bros.; F. A. Cohen; Blockey & Buck- 
ingham; Guuu & Aubrey; Richards & 
Sloper; Baker & Smith; F. C. Watts 
& Co.: Flower & Co.; and F. Boully 
& Co. 

The first named is a big firm with 
important connections. It is feared a 
number of smaller jobbers will be 
affected. 

While the difficulties of the firms con- 
nected with the London it Globe division 
were largely discounted, the repeated 
fall of the hammer this morning caused 
a great sensation. It is feared the full 
list of failures is not yet known. 

Almost the whole interest on the 
stock exchange to-day centred in the 
West Australian market, the condition 
of which sympathetically affected the 
others. All the shares of the London & 
Globe group toppled, especially Lake 
Views and Le lloi No. 2. The shares 
of the latter were yesterday quoted at 
22, but to-day they are unsaleable at 4. 
The London & Globe is atao heavily in- 
volved in the British Columbia market. 
The situation is not yet cleared up. as 
the rumors of arrangements to assist the 
London & Globo are not credited in well 
informed circles. There is the great- 
est indignation against Mr. Whltaker- 
Wright, who is the fountain-head of the 
firm, and others of the London & Globe 
group. There lias been somewhat of a 
recovery in Lake Views since yesterday 
evening. 

The failure of the London .t Globe 
Finance Corporation brought about the 
failures of thirteen linns on the London 
stock exchnnge, who are especially con- 
nected with the Whitaker-Wright group. 
The financial trouble is, however, con- 
fined to that particular group. Le Hoi 
No. 1 only declined one half a point, 
closing 5%. 

The chairman of the London & Globe 
Finance Corporation, Ltd.. is the Mar- 
quis of Dufferin and Ava, formerly 
governor-general of Canada, and also 
formerly British ambassador at Paris. 
The failure of the concern of which he 
is the head adds one more sorrow to tho 
closing chapter of his life, for he is to- 
day preparing to start for South Africa, 
in company with Lady Dufferin. in con- 
sequence of the serious condition of his 
son, Lord Frederick Temple Blackwood, 
lieutenant in the Ninth Lancers, who 
was wounded on Monday rt Glenfon- 
tein. It is scarcely a year since Lord 
Dufferin lost bis eldest son, the Earl of 
Ava, who died at Ladysmith. He is 
now encompassed by family grief, and 
his honored name is dragged in the 
financial mire. 

Lord Dufferin's fellow directors are 
Mr. Whitaker-Wright, who is well 
known in connection with many com- 
panies: Lieut.-Gen. the Don. Somerset 
j. Gongh-Calthorpe. who has been 
eolonel-in-chief of the Fifth Dragoons 
since 1802; and Lord Pclham-Clinton, 
master of the Queen's household and 
son of the former Duke of Newcastle. 

SHOOTING ACCIDENT. 

Langley Rancher Has His Arm Shat- 
tered. 

Vancouver. Dec. 29— (Special)— Wil- 
liam Best, a rancher at Langley, while 
out shooting yesterday met with a very 
serious accident. In climbing over a 
fence his gun discharged, shattering Ins 
left arm, necessitating amputation. No 
boat being on hand, the sufferer was 
obliged to wait for twenty-four hours 
"before lie could be taken to hospital. 

Alex. Hoy, Coquitlam, was taken to 
New Westminster to-day with a knee- 
cap split open, the result of an acci- 
dental blow from an axe. His condition 
is serious. i

DANISH WEST INDIES. 

A Deal in Progress to Sell Them to Un- 
united States. 



General DeLisle Inflicts Severe 
Loss on the Boer 
Commando. 



Naauwpoort, Dec. 29. — Gen. De Lisle 
has severely defeated Hertzog's com- 
mando, IS miles west of De Aar, and 
has driven them towards Prieska. He 
captured a number of wagons and re- 
leased the Cape police who were cap- 
tured at Philipstown. 

Cleii. Grenfell has turned back Krit- 
zin's commando towards Venterstad. 

Both sections of the raiders are in a 
desperate plight, and it is probable that 
they will never be able to return to the 
Orange River Colony. They have re- 
ceived little accession in strength from 
the colonial Dutch. 

The invasion will probably end in com- 
plete failure. It is held here that the 
rapid movement of the British forces 
which has brought about tins result 
reflects the greatest credit on the army. 

Recruiting here for the Prince of 
Wales' Light Horse is proceeding at the 
rate of 40 men daily. Five hundred 
troopers are being raised here. The 
Prince recently gave special permission 
for the use of his name. The regiment 
promises to be among the most popular 
of the new corps that are being raised. 

Capetown, Dec. 2!). — The government 
has issued a despatch stating that the 
two Boer columns which invaded Cape 
Colony have not met \s ith success. The 
eastern column has not succeeded in get- 
ting further south, and Gen. Grenfell 
has pushed them back a considerable 
distance in the direction of the Orange 
river. 

The western column has almost en- 
tirely abandoned the Philipstown dis- 
trict. 

About -15 of the Yeomanry who were 
captured were disarmed and almost im- 
mediately released. 

It is believed that this column will lie 
divided into two parts ami both are 
, being followed by tho British force 
which relieved Rritstown. No consider- 
able number of colonists have joined 
the invaders. 

There is still considerable unrest 
along thi' Bcchuannland border, be- 
tween Fourteen Streams and Vryburg.

FROZEN DYNAMITE. 

To the Editor of the Colonist; 

Sir; At this season of the year deplorable 
accidents are liable to happen when care- 
less or Ignorant persons attempt to thaw 
frozen dynamite. Today's newspapers con- 
tain an account of such a catastrophe, 
which was the result of criminal neglect on 
the part of some one. Dynamite, though 
a powerful explosive. Is as safe to handle 
i:h gunpowder. If ordinary care is exercised. 
Dynamite freezes at 10 degrees Fahrenheit; 
that Is to say Ihat the explosive becomes a 
solid frozen mass at a temperature which 
is not low enough to freeze water. 

Water freezes at 32 degrees Fahernhelt; 
that is to say .not till the temperature Is 
S degrees colder than Is sufficient to freeze 
dynamite. It Is a dangerous tiling to cut 
ii frozen dynamite cartridge with a knife. 
Il Is not only dangerous, but wasteful to 
use dynamite In a frozen stale. Frozen dy- 
namite requires fulminating caps three 
times as strong as those In ordinary use to 
ixplode it. More tl an that, frozen dyna- 
mite is comparatively useless as an explo- 
sive. The thawing requires great care. 15y 
all odds the best way to thaw frozen dyna- 
mite Is to place the dynamite lu a room 
that that Is heated bv steam to 
Fahrenheit. 

For practical use in the Held or In mines, 
a special apparatus lias been devised, which 
is known as a "Jacketed pot." This con- 
sists of two water-tight vessels (of tin or 
copper), one considerably smaller than the 
other. The dynamite Is placed In the small- 
er .vessel, which tits Inside the outer vessel, 
which contains water. This water must he 
heated to a temperature of 100 to 120 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, (not higher.) The water 
is changed from time to time as it cools, 
always being maintained at or near MX) or 
120 degrees. For practical use in the Held, 
or In mines, a social aparalns has been 
devised, known as a "Jacketed not." This 
Is a sort of "double boiler." consisting or 
two tin or copper vessels, one fitting Inside 
the other, with a considerable space be- 
tween the two. in this space water Is plac- 
ed at a temperature from 100 to 120 de- 
grees Fahrenheit (not hotter.) The dyna- 
mite Is placed In the Inner vessel, and the 
water at 120 degrees is changed as It Is 
cooled down. 

In this way no accident will ever occur In 
thaudmr frozen dynamite. Under no cir- 
cumstances should frozen dynamite he plac- 
ed near a hot fire, ro upon hot steal. - , pipes, 
or on hot bricks, or In an oven. Dynamite 
should never be placed In boiling water, as 
the heat of boiling water Is dangerously 
near the exploding temperature of dyna- 
mite.

At a meeting of the Society for Ethnical 
Culture, held In Carnegie llull, lu tins 
city, Wu-Tlug-Fuug, Chinese Minister 
to Hie United States lectured to an im- 
mense uuuieuce on IU-J "Teuchlngs ot Con- 
fuclUB.'" lie compared the teachings of the 
great prophet and founder of tae Chinese 
religion, wilh ihost o£ Christ. Christianity 
lie said, the doctrine of reward and lire 
and brimstone, was gradually giving way 
lo the teuchlngs of Confucius. The en- 
lightenment of science was fust driving to 
the wall the ancient superstitious that 
formerly held Christians lu bonds, aud Cuu- 
l'uclnmsui. me doctrine of doing Kood for 
the sake of the happiness derived from the 
uct. was coming steadily lo the from. 

Incidentally the minister referred tu the 
Christian missionaries In Chluu. He ac- 
cused tlioni of breeding trouble by Indiscre- 
tions, and compared the teachings of the 
Bible with the spectacle 01 Christian mis- 
sionaries howling for revenge and rotrtbu 
tlon. aud the Christian armies that overran 
China, slaughtering and pillaging, regard- 
less of age. sex, or, right. 

Minister Wu was introduced by Prof. Fe- 
lix Adler. lie was dressed in canary yel- 
low. Un his head he wore a black cap with 
a diamond button 011 its front, and from 
beneath the yellow gown protruded the 
point of his sword. Ills speech. Jn ,'jurt. 
follows: 

"There is a general Impression that 
China has three distinct religions— Confu- 
cianism, Taoism, and Buddhism. The gov- 
ernment recognizes the three systems, but 
it Is a mistake to think that each of these 
has an equal hold on the affections o{ the 
people. The distinction between the relig- 
ions, however, is marked. Confucianism 
is hi the realm of the living. Toalsm. and 
Buddhism are lu the realm of the dead. 
When 11 Chinaman dies he calls In the 
Buddhist or Taolst priest, and they chant 
requiems over bis body for the good of his 
departed soul, and In the funerals of emi- 
nent Chinese we see both Buddhist and To- 
olst priests marching in the procession for 
the dead. We are a practical people; we 
are not sure what happens nfter death, nojr 
which religion is the right one, therefore 
we use all three to make sure. (Laughter.) 
But lu all such cases the services of the 
priests are purely professional, and they 
are bought and paid for. 

•'Superstition and Ignorance so far have 
largely been responsible for Taoism and 
Buddhism, but as Intelligence grows, both 
of these are becoming weaker. Not so 
Confucianism. The dominating religious 
force In the national life of China Is Con- 
fucianism. It. is taught in all our schools, 
una 'he who eaters an official lire enters 
from the class of Confucians. It Intluejces 
the life and thought of the entire nation, 
anil Just as much rs you call this, your 
own country, a Christian one, so we call 
China Confucian. 

"Confucianism is not n religion In Its 
strictest sense. It is not a doctrine of 
worship. It holds up men to the errors of 
their ways without, preaching the reward 
of a heaven or the punishment of a hell. 
Unlike the Christian religion, Its cardinal 
doctrine does not deal with life after 
death. ... 

"I admit the theory of *n Immortal soul 
Is a beautiful and a pleasant one to con- 



template. I hope It may be true. But 
from all the reasoning of Plato there 
seems but a small chance tor such a prob- 
ability. To-day. remember, we are jnot one 
step nearer toward understanding the fu- 
ture life than he was himself, and all spe- 
culation on the score is useless. Confucians 
are what here you cull agnostics." 

Mr. Wu then took up the fundamental 
features of Confucianism. The teachings, 
•iic sum, were classified under five rela 
tious, respectively, as follows: Between 
sovereign and subject, parent and child, 
elder and younger brothers, husband and 
wife, and friend aud friend. Of these re- 



says 'You must be possessed of good qual- 
ities yourself, then require them of others." 
But of all. the most striking instance of 
similarity between Christianity and Confu- 
cianism Is the enunciation of the Golden 
Rule. Christ says 'What you would have 
men do unto you. do ye even so to them.' 
Confucius said. 'Do not to others what you 
would not have them do unto you." These 
Words he spoke 500 years before Christ. 

"I do not believe that heaven is an ex- 
clusive place. The advocates of various re- 
ligious are all trying to make a private 
park of It for their own adherents.

Huug-Chuug and 1111 American MTflistei- 
who applied lu person to request LI to pre. 
vent outrages which the Chinese were per- j 
petrallug in a province not under the juris- I 
diction of Ll-Uuug-Chong. The minister 1 
begged the great statesman to prevent a 
threatened outrage, but was told that LI | 
had no Jurisdiction in that province. The 
minister persisted, but uguin and again 
was met bv the same answer. Finally Ll- 
Uiiug-Chang asked, "How old are you?" 
"I am seventy-four years old." was the 
answer. "In that ease I defer to you." 
said 1.1 Ilung-Chnug. "1 am not yet sev- 
enty years old. It is because you are my 
older brother: but not because you have a 
right to ask the favor." 

Mr. Wu Introduced this anecdote by de- 
nouncing the missionaries. 

"As usual," he said, "the missionaries 
have gotten Into trouble In China. They 
must lie verv discreet down there if they 
do not want to cause disturbances." Con- 
tinuing, be said: 

"Compare the two founders of religions, 
Confucius and Christ. Christ said: 'I say 
unto you that ye resist not the evil, but 
whosoever shall smite thee on the right 
check, turn to him the other also. And if 
any man will sue thee at the law and take 
awav thy coat, let him have thy cloak 
also.' This, it seems to me. is meekness 
with a vengeance. No sensible man ever 
lived up to that Injunction. If a man Is 
smitten on one the cheek, be knows that 
he has met a dangerous person and that 
he Is llabcl to be smitten on the other also, 
even without special Invitation. And If a 
man steals your coat, you call him a rob- 
ber and have him arrested. (Laughter.) 
Persons of this meek 'character are not at 
large. 

"The teachings of Confucius are morfc 
within reason. 'Do not quarrel with those 
who offend you," he said. Christ said: 
'Love your enemies, bless those that curse 
yon, and pray for those that despise and 
persecute you." This Is a grand and noble 
sentiment.' but It is too high for human 
frailty. There is no likelihood that men In 
tills world will ever attain it. 'Love your 
enemies,' Christ says, and at this moment 
In China there are missionaries crying for 
vengeance and bloodshed, nnd there are 
Christian armies that spare neither age 
nor sex- in their slaughter and carry off 
everything thev can lay their hands on. T 
have never yet met a Christian who lived 
tip to that injunction. 

"In opposition to this put the teaching of 
Confucius. He was nsked. 'How do yon 
requite kindness?' and he said. 'I requite 
l indness with kindness and an injury with 
justice.' He did not sanction revenge, ns is 
now being carried on in the spiteful, vin- 
dictive spirit of the neor'e who proress 
Christianity. Again. 'Christ says, 'Judge 
not nnd ye shall not he Judged.' Confucius

The world is gradually coming to 
Confucius. One of the slirns is the growth 
of agnosticism. I will not say whether peo- 
ple are growing more callous or more civil- 
ized, but thev arc no more terrified when 
the terrors of the next world are proclaimed 
from the pulpit. 

"Another sign is the progress that the 
cause of universal peace is making among 
I the nations of the world. The came niny 
I not look hopeful at present, but the confer- 
ence nt The Hague Is nn earnest of what 
mny vet come. Confucianism has spread to 
Japan and Korea, but the sword was never 
employed to spread it. Its power is not 
attained through force or terror, but 
through the voluntary submission uf the 
heart."

THE NINETEENTH CENTURY. 



An adequate review of the century now 
drawing to a close is beyond the capa- 
city of any one man and, if at all com- 
plete, would be encyclopaedic in magni- 
tude. The most that can be attempted 
in the columns of a newspaper is to pre- 
sent a few of the salient features of this 
period of extraordinary human activity. 

When the century opened, the civilized 
-i\ orld was restricted to comparatively 
narrow limits. The continent of Europe ' 
and a narrow fringe along the Atlantic'' 
:>eaboard of America were all that could 
be justly claimed as Christendom, and 
the problems which concerned the states- 
men of civilized lands in those days 
dealt almost exclusively with this limited 
portion of the world. In Asia the Hin- 
• dustan peninsula only attracted atten- 
tion. What used to be called Farther 
India, China, Japan and Siberia were to 
all intents and purposes a sealed book to 
our great-grandfathers. Africa was in 
very truth "The Dark Continent." Aus- 
tralia was to Europeans little more than 
a place on the map, and was regarded 
4>aly a fit place for convicts, South Amer- 
ica was almost a terra incognita under 
the government of Spain and Portugal. 
In North America Kentucky was the far 
west and Canada was thought to be on- 
ly "a few acres of snow." The Pacific 
Coast of this continent was a field for 
adventurous explorers. Mackenzie had. 
after exploring the great river of the 
North which bears his name, followed 
tho Peace river through the mountains 
and made his way to the const. Venture- 
some navigntons anil Russian fur traders 
bad visited parts of Alaska, and Quadra 
and after him Vancouver bad sailed 
among the islands of British Columbia, 
but there wan no effort at colonization, 
and this marvelously rich region was to 
all intents anil purpose* "no man's land." 
It was therefore a narrow world upon 
which our ancestors turned their eyes at 
tlie dawn of the Nineteenth Century. 
Tho great issues for which they contend- 
ed so strenuously related to a small por- 
tion of the earth's surface and a fraction 
of its population. The beginning of the 
Twentieth Century sees all the world 
except the circum-polar regions in touch 
and the problems of civilization anil 
governments take into account every 
habitable square mile. and. as far as is 
known, every race of mankind. 



territory beyond the seas, but the great- 
er portion of her conquests were restored 
by the Treaty of Amiens, made in 180:2, 
when she relinquished alljibe newly ac- 
quired regions except the islands of Trin- 
idad and Ceylon, The East India Com- 
pany was then at the height of its mag- 
nilicance, and Wellington was entering 
the brilliant career of conquest which 
marked him as the one man to cope with 
Napoleon. British tcnitory in Asia was 
confined to portions of the Hindustan 
peninsula. In Africa we had the Cape, 
put promptly restored it to the Dutch by 
the above named treaty. Our influence 
was dominant in Egypt, because we had 
shown on land and sea that we were to 
be reckoned with in all transactions uf- 
fecting that portion of the world, but be- 
yond this the great continent of Africa 
was, to all intents and purposes, closeo 
to us as well as to tho rest of the world. 
We claimed half of the North American 
continent, but had not reduced that 
claim to possession. In South America 
our possessions were exactly as they tiro 
now; in fact, the Venezuelan arbitration 
was to determine bow much of the coun- 
try we retained after the treaty of 
Amiens. We bad not reduced Australia 

in possess! although we inade a sort 

of claim to it by right of discovery, ('apt. 
Cook had hoisted the Union Jack 
upon many islands in Oceania, but we 
had not asserted sovereign rights ovot 
any of them. The Empire was, in point 
of fact, in the process of development, 
and an yet the statesmen of Britain had 
not begun to think ot what we now call 
Imperial problems. Except for the safe- 
ty guaranteed by our sett power, the Col- 
onics were regarded as a source of dan- 

get' rather than of strength. The Cen- m fl uc 
tury has seen this idea gain ground rapid- I 
ly "in Britain, and until the Manchester j 
school Doeame so prominent as almost to 1 
uomlnate the policy of the nation. It has! 
also seen the idea die out, and its place | 
taken by it robust imperialism, which .8 
not aggressive, though none tlie less re- 
solute. One of the most remarkable feat- 
ures of this remarkable century has been [ 
the development of tlie British Empire* 
It is dillicult to say in what part of tho P "><•'< 
world this has been the greatest. The. P'"<'r 
enormous expansion of British territory 
and protectorates in India, the acquisi- 
tion of vast: regions in Africa, and the ns- 
ertion of a control over Egypt and the 
Ni.e, tho development of Australia, so 
mat the Twentieth Century is to see the 
inauguration of a new Commonwealth, 
the extension of British sovereignty over 
New Zealand and other islands of the 
Pacific, and hist, but we are sure not 
least, the consolidation of the North Am- 
erican Colonics into a great Dominion, 
are all events of too groat magnitude and 
far-reaching importance for us to en- 
deavor to differentiate between them, and 
decide which of them wili have the great- 
est effect upon the history of mankind. 
We can only note the fact :;i passing, 
that the Century has witnessed this re- 
markable expansion anil consolidation of 
til-.? Empire— the vastest aggregation of 
territory ever acknowledging a common 
ruler.

In 1814 she lost Nor- 
way, which was combined in a dual mon- 
archy with Sweden, and later Prussia 
took from her Sckleswig and Holstein, 
so that the Danish kingdom is now hard- 
ly more than a shadow of its former self, 
Turkey is another instance of national 
decay, although for a "sick man" the 
unspeakable Turk shows wonderful ten- 
acity of life. Half a certnry ago all 
statesmen expected that before the year 
1900, the Turk would have been driven 
out of Europe, but that consummation is 
yet some distance in the future. But the 
most remarkable instance of decadence 
is afforded by Spain, A hundred years 
ago saw her in possession of all the West- 
ern Continent from California to Cape 
Horn, with the exception of Brazil, then 
owned by Portugal, and Guiana, which 
tl roe European nations divided between 
them. Of all this vast and incalculably 
rich domain, Spain does not own a single 
acre. She has lost also practically every 
island possession worth having, and is 
to-day shrunken to tlie dimensions she 
occupied when Columbus set out on his 
memorable journey to tho west. The 
decline of Spanish power ranks with the 
growth of the British Empire, the ex- 
pansion of the United States and the 
territorial aggrandizement of Kussia. as 
among the chief political features of the 
Nineteenth Century.

He had already be- 1 \Vi 
come virtual monarch of France by caus- 
ing himself to be declared First Consul 
for a period of ten years. In 1802 he 
was made first First Consul for life and 
in 1804 Emperor of Prance, the^follnw- 
il<- year seeing him crowned King of 
Italy.

The beginning of the century saw the 
United States fairly launched upon what 
was at that time regarded as tin experi- 
ment in government. George Washing- 
ton had been dead only two years, a 
little over a year, anil there were many 
fearful souls who doubted if the republic 
ceuld withstand the difficulties likely lo 
beset it. The territory embraced in the 
American Union did not at that time ex- 
tend any further west than the Mississip- 
pi, or further south than the northern 
line of Florida. By the Lnuisinnna 
Purchase, negotiated in 1803, the Wash- 
ington government obtained such rights 
as France possessed to the present statft 
of Louisiana and the western portion of 
the continent. These were very vague, 
but the purchase, followed up by actual 
possession, converted what was a doubt- 
ful title at best into sovereign rights. 
At that time the ambition of American 
statesmen did not look any further aifield 
than this continent. Washington had 
impressed upon the people the desirabil 
ity of avoiding entangling alliances. 
There was then little or no desire on the

might have secured if it had not been 
for the implacable hostility of England. 
In 1S07 he had reached the height of his 
power, and perhaps a position of personal 
influence never attained before or sineo 
by any individual. He himself was 
emperor of France and king of Italy, 
his brother was king of Naples, another 
"brother was king of Holland, another 
brother king of Westphalia and his bro- 
tbcr-in-law was grand duke of Berg. He 
orntrollod the Confederation of the 
Rhine. He had. Prussia under his heel. 
He might reasonably have expected to 
be able to hurl the might of his tremend- 
ous combination against Austria and 
Russia and make himself nlwolute ruler 
from the Atlantic across Europe and 
Asia to the Pacific. England alone 
-stood out against him. With keen poli- 
-t.ical foresight he made peace with our 
nation in 1802 in order to have a free 
hand in establishing settled conditions in 
France and give the nation time to re- 
coup her strength. It was also necessary 
if possible, to give a new generation of 
soldiers time to grow up. Tn 1S03 Eng- 
land declared war against him and two 
years later Nelson struck the first tell- 
ing blow against his lofty ambitions, 
when ho shattered tho fleets of France 
and Spain at Trafalgar. This was the 
beginning o" that series of tremendous 
events which culminated in Waterloo. 
This brief review will afford some idea 
of the strenuousncss of the times which 
confronted the world and especially tho. 
British nation at tho beginning of the 
century, and may encourage those, who 



the United States at this time was only 
a little over live millions. One half of 
tho territory was dominated by tho 
slave-owning oligarchy, and there were 
good ground for the fears freely ex- 
pressed that the attempt at self-govern- 
ment would not prove successful. The 
contrast between the republic of these, 
days and of to-day is so great that im- 
agination cannot grasp it. The' e is not 
in history anything in the leest degree 
comparable to the progress in wealth, 
population and political importance of 
the United States since the dawn of the 
Nineteenth Century. 

National expansion and consolidation 
have indeed been characteristic of the 
Century. Russia has grown westward, 
southward and eastward, and the domain 
of tho Czar lias been consolidated. Italy- 
lias become united and taken her place 
among the lending nations of the world. 
Out of the political chaos resulting from 
the Napoleonic wars n new German Em- 
pire has arisen. The Scandinavian 
kingdoms joined their fortunes. France, 
Germany and some other nations have en- 
gaged ill colonization enterprises, and 
the United States has found herself com- 
nollod to abandon the policy bequeathed 
by tho founders of the republic nnd to 
scok territorial aggrandizement beyond 
tlie sea. There have been, however, some 
striking exceptions to this rule. One cf 
them is furnisbod by Denmark, which at 



The birth of modern Japan and the 
beginning of the movement for the open- 
ing of China are of too recent occur- 
rence to permit us to form any adequate 
idea of their full significance. They are 
mentioned because, when by anil bye the 
history of this century comes to bo writ- 
ten in the light of developments to 
come, it is probable that the events of 
which the Orient lias been the theatre 
will be given the chief place. 

In the religions world the Nineteenth 
Century has been eventful. Among the 
chief features may be mentioned the 
deprivation of the Pope of nil temporal 
power. It became evident early in the 
century that the political status of the 
Pontifical See could not. long be main- 
tained. It had been extinguished in the 
latter part of the Eighteenth Century, 
and was partially restored in 3S01, but 
after varying conditions it was finally 
abolished in 1S70. The loss of political 
landing litis been no detriment to the 
of the Roman Catholic Church, 
to-day as vigorous a s at any- 
time during its long history. The 
numerical increase in (he nominal ad- 
herents of Christianity has been enor- 
mous. In the statistical tables printed 
early in the century, Christianity was 
given the third place, what was called 
Heathenism being first, and Moham- 
medanism second. To-day statisticians 
Christianity at least in the second 
The progress of Mohammedan- 
ism has been checked and its influence 
greatly lessened. From this point of 
view the success of the British arms in 
the Nile valley assumes a high degree of 
importance. A singular feature of tin' 
century lias been the renewed activity 
in Buddhism lately manifested. Whether 
this is more than a passing fad, time 
only can determine. Speaking of 
Christianity as a whole, it is evident 
that the century lias seen the various 
branches of the church drawn much 
more closely together than ever they 
were before. A hundred years ago the 
linos of demarcation were exceedingly 
broad and deep. Now they have been 
so minimized that the approach of a 
period of perfect harmony seems meas- 
urably near. So far as practical re- 
ligion goes — that is, the betterment of 
the habits of the people, the elevation 
of tin standards of morality, the sup- 
pression of vice, the proper treatment 
of criminals, tlie maintenance of charit- 
able organizations, ami so on — the Cen- 
tury is absolutely unique. All the pro- 
gress made since the beginning of the 
Christian Era in these respects is 
dwarfed by what Jias been accomplished 
during the lifetime of men now living. 
It has been a wonderful century for 
religious activity. It has perhaps wit- 
nessed nothing equal to the great Wes- 
leyan revival of the Seventeenth Cen- 
tury: nevertheless it has seen a won- 
derful advance, so that it may be said 
without fear of contradiction that the 
dawn of the Twentieth Century sees a 
stronger, more aggressive and more vital 
force in the world than it has ever been. 

Among the great triumphs of tlie cen- 
tury, and one which will cause it to oc- 
cupy a glorious place in the annals of 
mankind, is the abolition of slavery. This 
practice has been driven out of till hinds 
making the remotest claim to civilization) 
The dawn of the year 1801 saw an agil: - 
tion in progress in Britain for the ex- 
tinction of this blot upon the nation:-.! 
(•scutcheon. Wilberforoe was waging re- 
lentless war against the slave owners, 
and though he did not live long enough to 
see it fully crowned with success, he 
knew before he died that the triumph 
of the principles for which he so de- 
terminedly strove was close at hand. It 
is dillicult lo understand that at the be- 
ginning of this century trallic in human 
Mesh was regarded in civilized lands as 
quite as legitimate as trallic in cattle, and 
that the abominable practice found de- 
fenders among the clergy and other peo- 
ple of refinement. The example set by 
our own land in this respect was follow- 
ed by all Christendom, and imposed upon 
tlie rest of the world, so that, though 
there may be in some uncivilized lands 
a survival of this once universal prac- 
tice, it is no longer recognized us an in- 
stitution that can be tolerated. 

Perhaps the most remarkable develop- 
ment of a non-material nature during the 
century has been the growth of popular 
government. The close of the preceding 
century saw, as we have said above, the 
horrors of the French revolution, which 
was a revolt of the oppressed against 
their oppressors. It witnessed also that 
remarkable revolution of the Anglo-iSax- 
on people in America against tho notions 
of absolutism imported into Briton by the 
House of Brunswick. The effect of 
these two events was most profound, and 
to them must be attributed the process 
whereby tho sovereign power in almost 
every part of Christendom has gradually 
been taken out of the hands of the few 
and given to the many. The dawn of the 
century witnessed tho birth of tho 
"crowned republic" of the United King- 
dom. Up to that time the principles of 
responsible government had only been inv 
perfectly understood, hut nince then they 
have been broadened out to what appears 
to be tho utmost limit. There existed in 
the year mentioned, besides Switzerland 
nnd the United States, only the so-called 
republic of France, which was then short- 
ly to surrender itself to an emperor. 
Popular government was scarcely more 
thnn a name anywhere on Continental 
Europe. Even in Canada, affairs were 
administered by officers irresponsible to 
the people whom they governed. Mark 
what a change there has been. • The 



the fullest degree. " France has again be- 
come a republic, although its future in 
this respect may not yet be assured. Iu 
Norway, .Sweden, Denmark, Italy, Ger- 
many, and even in Spain, a very large 
measure of popular government has been 
established. In Russia .only, of all the 
lauds of Christendom, is there an au- 
tocracy. Even J".pan has shaken off the 
shackles of feudalism and inauguraated 
constitutional government. And not oiily 
in form, have the liberties of the people 
been enlarged during the last hundred 
years to an unprecedented degree. There 
has been tin immense advance in the sono- 
rity of the person, the security of proper- 
ty and in the recognition of equal rights 
between man and man. We may no- yet 
have reached a stage when liberty, fra- 
ternity and equality can be said to "be the 
guiding principles of men and nations, 
hut, we are very much nearer such a con- 
dition now than seemed possible at the 
close of the Eighteenth Century. 

Striking among the features of this 
universal progress is the advance in popu- 
lar education. Truly the schoolmaster is 
abroad. The education of tho masses 
of the people is proceeding with leaps and 
bounds. Indeed, popular education, and 
especially Tree public school systems, aro 
tho ereatiens of the last hundred years. 
There are portions of the civilized world 
to which these blessings have not yet 
been extended, but in view of what has 
been accomplished in the past hundred 
years in this regard, what may we not 
expect in the Century which will soon 
begin? In 1801 it would not have 
been dillicult to count the institutions for 
higher educations; now :io man will pre- 
sume to enumerate them. They are 
found in all parts of the world, and the 
completeness of the teaching staffs and 
the perfection of the appliances of educa- 
tion are such as our grandfathers never 
dreamed of as possible. In localities 
which, a century ago, hail not even a 
name, there are now magnificent halls of 
learning, richly endowed financially, and 
attended by hundreds of the youth of tho 
land. The higher education of girls and 
tin; co-education of the sexes are develop- 
ments of our times, and among the most 
potent influences which will mould the 
future of the race.

Tlie Century has been a great one for 
woman. It has seen her enfranchise- 
ment in many ways; still more has it 
witnessed the growth of her influence. If 
we read tlie records of previous periods 
in the history of mankind, we will find 
very many instances in which a woman 
lias exercised potent influence upon the 
destinies of nations. Such names as 
Cleopatra, Joan d'Arc, Elizabeth of Eng- 
land, Isabella of Spain, Catherine of Rus- 
sia, and others, will readily suggest 
themselves as of women who have, either 
legitimately or illegitimately, swayed the 
destinies of nations and given ii new 
course to the current of liistory; but it 
has remained for ibis Century to give 
women their place beside man ami the 
share of power which is theirs by right. 
This is no place to analyze the probable 
efleets of the movement of women to- 
wards greater participation in industrial 
pursuits and in public matters. It is suf- 
ficient to note that among the develop- 
ments of the period under review, none 
promise to have a greater or more lasting 
'■fleet than tho progress of women to- 
wards a community, not only of interest, 
but of effort with men. 

One might almost treat the newspaper 
as a product of the century. It is of 
course of greater antiquity, but the 
newspaper as we understand it— that is, 
a publication, which from day to day- 
holds the mirror up to the world and 
portrays to all civilized men everywhere 
something of what is transpiring in 
every quarter of the globe, is a purely 
modern affair. With the expansion of 
the newspaper has come the creation of 
periodical literature, which is almost 
wholly the product of the past hundred 
yeai <. Periodical literature, dealing as 
it does with almost every 'phase of 
human existence, giving the public its 
copious Hood of fact and fiction, famil- 
iarizing the masses with the triumphs 
of art, science, invention and discovery, 
is something that was unknown to our 
groat grandfathers. It is going out 
from month to month in nn ever-widen- 
ing stream. Cheaper processes of type- 
setting, picture-making, paper-making 
and press-work, are combining to make 
the periodicals tin over-increasing factor 
in the development of social conditions. 
They form a new force ami not the 
least wonderful of all those which the 
century has seen come into existence. 
The diffusion of education has widely 
increased the circle of readers, so that 
literature is no lunger either a pastime 
for the rich or a refuge for the talented 
poor, lui!; a profession daily becoming 
more and more crowded. Books are 
being multiplied at an amazingly rapid 
rate. The most important treatises are 
placed within the reach' of any one who 
cares to have them, ami where a hund- 
red years ago one man was impressing 
his views upon his contemporaries, now 
a hundred men are doing the same 
thing. The advance in this respect has 
simply been immeasurable. 

It was in 17110 that the famous Ros- 
etta Stone was discovered by some 
French soldiers in Egypt, so that it may 
be said that the beginning of the Cen- 
tury witnessed the first unlocking of the 
mysteries of the ancient inscriptions 
abounding in the valley of the Nile. 
Then for the first time men learned that 
it was possible lo ascertain something 
about days long before what were then 
regarded as historical periods. From 
Egypt tho course of investigation led 
to Asia, and twenty years later tlie site 
of ancient Nineveh was identified. 
From that time to the present, steady 
progress has been made in unveiling tlie 
events of the past, witli the result that 
tho historical period has been pushed 
back several thousand years. We now 
know for a certainty that men had at- 
tained a high stage of civilization of a 
certain kind, and that nations had risen 
and fallen to decay centuries before the 
date to which almost all Christendom 
was satisfied a hundred years ngo to 
assign the creation of the world out of 
nothing. Tlie study of the literature of 
India, Persia nnd other Asiatic coun- 
tries followed upon these researches 
among ancient monuments, and we have 
learned of the existence of vast stares 
of historical data and profound systems 
of philosophy long ante-dating the time 
of Moses. Still later in the Century 
attention has ben directed to tho monu- 
mental archives of America, towards 
which learned men stand to-day in al- 
most the same attitude as their prede- 
cessors did towards those of Egypt a 
hundred years ngo. Archaeological in- 
vestigation is almost exclusively the pro- 
duet of the Nineteenth Century, and its

Iu nothing, indeed, has the pi ogress of . 
society been more marked than in the 
character of its amusements. It is not I 
necessary to claim that all changes have 
been for the best. It is enough to note 
the changes, for by their amusements as ] 
much as by anything else we can judge 
of a people. In this one particular the j 
trend of events during the Century is 
worthy of special study. 

When we turn attention to what is] 
generally spoken of as material pro- 
gross, the field which opens to the view 
is so vast as almost to paralyze analysis. 
One scarcely knows what to speak of 
first. It seems, indeed, as if it would 
be easier to point out what had been 
don-.} in all the previous centuries to 
make life easier than to tell of what had 
been accomplished since the year 1801. 
In that year most of the things which 
we use in every-day life and deem abso- 
lute necessaries had not even been 
thought of, except the variety of articles 
included in the list of foods and clothes. 
The steam engine had been invented, 
but its uses were limited. The applica- 
tion of steam to motive power was only 
the dream of a few persons who were 
thought to be visionaries. Franklin 
bad some years before shown that it 
was possible to do something with 
electricity. Volta had in 1800 described 
a method of producing electricity by the 
use of metals, and Galvani had 
shown that the force so disclosed had 
unexpected effocts upon animals, but as 
yet this wonderful agency was only the 
plaything of laboratories. It: had not 
yet been harnessed for the use of man- 
kind in almost every department of 
industry. If electricity were eliminated 
from the resources of civilization, the 
affairs of tlie world would be almost at 
a standstill. The " thunderless light- 
nings striking under seas" have knit 
■the continents together. Electrical ma- 
chinery has facilitated industry in 
countless ways, and its uses are certain 
to be enormously multiplied. From the 
standpoint of mechanical energy, the 
Nineteenth Century might be called the 
dawn of the electrical age. Improve- 
ments in all kinds of machinery have 
t ;0 en innumoraW" and of incalculable 
value to mankind. Take the work of 
the farmer for example. The contrast 
between bis appliances and those which 
his ancestors used a hundred years ago 
is as great as between civilization nnd 
barbarism. Our modern mills and fac- 
tories had no predecessors a century 
ago. The effect of this perfecting of 
machinery has been to obliterate largely 
the individual worker and to converi 
mankind into communities of wage 
earners. Regarded from a sociologica' 
point of view, the effeet of the improve- 
ments made in machinery during die 
century has been of tremendous im- 
portance, for it has given rise to nn en- 
tirely new class of problems. Our an- 
cestors n hundred years ago never 
troubled themselves about questions be- 
tween capital and labor. The shoe- 
maker had his shop: the weaver Ids 
domestic loom: the tailor worked in his 
own home, ami so on. These individual 
workers have been almost wholly supple- 
mented by immense establishments, em- 
ploying men. women and children, some- 
times even by thousands, and out of 
this changed condition have crown those 
new problems which are to-day disturb- 
ing tile minds of men in nearly every 
civilized country on the globe. 

Tn science progress has been immeas- 
urable. Chemistry, geology, anatomy, 
nnd their kindred sciences have wit- 
nessed many wonderful triumphs of 
human knowledge. The conception of 
things now held by the world is vastly 
different to that which was accepted 
without question a hundred years ago, 
nnd there is this additional difference, 
namely, that nothing is accepted with- 
out question now. The century litis 
written a great note of interrogation 
after everything. Science no longer 
propounds dogmas, but suggests hypo- 
theses, it does not claim to have said 
the last word on any subject of human 
investigation. And yet its discoveries 
ff.r transcend in number and importance 
all that mankind had ever found out: by 
investigation into the processes of 
nature during previous historical times. 
We have had brought to light facts 
which seem to sustain new theories for 
almost all phases of existence, whether 
of animate or inanimate matter. Our 
conceptions of the earth and its place in 
the Universe have been wholly altered. 
In the treatment of metals, the handling 
of disease, the use of the surgeon's 
knife, we are living in a new world as 
compared wit 1 ' +y 'at existing a century 
ago. Iu science »W applied to the 
ordinary purposes of domestic life, the 
changes have been so great as almost to 
be revolutionary. Probably it is correct 
to Sity that science attained during the 
Nineteenth Century its first stage of 
general practical value, all that had pre- 
ceded it. being littlp more than prelimin- 
ary to the groat work that has been 
accomplished since. One cannot begin 
to write a list of tlie great names which 
have been associated with this depart- 
ment of humr>n activity during the cen- 
tury now drawing to a close.

Africa was vastly superior in numbers 
and equipment to anything which Wel- 
lington commanded, even when the des- 
tinies of Europe depended upon his suc- 
cess. Nothing- more clearly illustrates 
tlie colossal scale upon which we have 
come in this Century to deal with mat- 
ters of every kind than the gigantic 
preparations made and maintained for 
the purposes of war. 

Among the triumphs of the Century 
the application of the principles of arbi- 
tration to the settlement of international 
disputes must be accorded a very promi- 
nent place. This has not gone nearly 
as far as its advocates desire, and per- 
haps not as far as is possible even in 
our present civilization: but something 
has been accomplished. A beginning 
has been made, and a good beginning. 
The resort to arbitration is largely due 
lo tlie ascendancy of the popular voice in 
the control of national affairs. We 
have not yet reached the plane where 
"the men who make the quarrels will 
be the only ones to fight," but wo are 
approaching a time when the men who 
have to fight are having their say as to 
whether there shall be any quarrels. 
Arbitration would hardly have been pos- 
sible in any very serious case of national 
disagreement a century ago, while to- 
day it is the first thing thought of. It is 
to the credit of the era that it has wit- 
nessed the first International Peace Con- 
ference on record. 

We cannot hope without much re- 
search to give anything like a complete 
list of the great names associated with 
this wonderful century. A more cata- 
logue of them would fill columns. It 
has been an era highly fruitful in groat 
men. This is doubtless in a larg 
measure due to the wide field of oppor- 
tunities. In invention the list would 
easily lead the van, for it has been pre 
eminently a century of inventions. In 
tlie list of great captains will be found 
the names of some of the greatest war 
riors the world has ever known. States 
men have been numerous nnd eminent 
The scientists have almost tho whole 
field to themselves, so few by compiiri 
son are tlie names fit to be placed beside 
them that have come down from pre- 
vious epochs. The Century has pro 
duced no men whose fame as explorers 
can bo placed on a par with those' of 
Columbus, Magellan, or Cook; but the 
reason is that the field for such work 
has been restricted, but the records 0! 
Africa and the Polar Sea tell of adven 
turers whose greatness was less than 
those of the greatest discoverers only 
for lack of opportunity. In philantliro 
pists the Century easily leads the van in 
numbers, if not in eminence of indi 
vidunls. lii material and mental re 
search the product of all the rest of the 
history of mankind, so far as it is now 
known, stands dwarfed by comparison 
with the names of those eminent ir 
those walks of life during the hnndrei 
years now closing. It has been a con 
tury of marvelous achievement, and of 
marvelous men. We are not far enough 
away from the latter to get their true 
prospective in regard to the illustrious 
characters of past ages, but we may 
feel every confidence that when it is pos 
sible lo judge of them aright, the great 
men of the Nineteenth Century will 
occupy a front rank among their fellows

Misunderstood 



No Canadian reviewing tlie Century 
can take leave of the subject without i 
reference to his own country — to tlii 
magnificent land of promise which ha 
come into existence, as a theatre for 
enterprise and progress, during the 
last hundred years. Let us for a mo- 
ment glance back to the conditions oxi 
ing in 1801. The Maritime Provinces 
were sparsely settled by the United Em 
pire Loyalists and a few other English 
speaking people, with a remnant of the 
scattered Acadia ns. Quebec consisted 
of a fringe of settlement along the St 
Lawrence made up of people who were 
with considerable impatience becomin 
reconciled to the rule of Britain. On 
tario was thinly settled, chiefly by 
United Empire Loyalists. The rest of 
what is now Canada was practically 
unknown. Among these few people dis. 
content was rampant. Tin- government 
was That, of an oligarchy. Progress 
seemed to be impossible. Tlie future 
was gloomy indeed. The contrast be 
tween those days and the present is so 
great that language would fail to con 
vey any adequate idea of it. Canada 
as a united nation extending from ocean 
to ocean, is the gift of the Century to 
the world, and may we not indulge the 
patriotic belief that it- is not the least 
valuable of all its gifts? Our own great 
province was wholly unknown. The most 
enthusiastic dreamer never imagined 
that there would lie built up here 
community possessing imperial poten 
tialities. Owing everything to the Con 
tury that is now closing. Canada of all 
parts of the world can Took forward to 
the Century soon to opon with higher- 
hopes than any other land. 

If we were asked to name the one 
feature of this closing year which is full 
est of import to mankind, we should 
say that it is the attitude of the West 
ern world towards- the Orient. It is now 
nearly three hundred years since the 
Anglo-Saxon people began to settle upon 
the Atlantic coast of America, but it 
was not until the beginning of this Cen 
tury - that they inaugurated their move 
ment across the continent. Since then 
they have subdued this half of the world 
and made their preparations for a de- 
scent upon the hoary empire which lies 
still to tlie west and across the waters 
of the Pacific. With the beginning of 
a new century it seems ns if our race 
were preparing for a new advance. The

Andrew and John Muir Killed 
in a Runaway Acci- 
dent. 



Fell From Load of Straw Into 
Slough on Otter Point 
Road.

As a result of n shocking accident 
which occurred about noon yesterday ou 
the Otter Point road, John and Andrew 
Muir, sons ol John Aluir, one of the 
best known farmers in Sooke district, 
-whose ranch is situated ou Sooke har- 
bor, met their deaths in a most tragic 
manner. The body of Andrew was 
found lying on the rocks at the side of 
u slough which crosses the road and is 
spanned by a bridge, with his neck 
broken and his head lying beneath the 
surface of the WEter, John's remains 
were found soon afterwards, Moating on 
the surface of the slough, near where 
the body of his brother was discovered. 

There were no witnesses of this 
tragedy which robbed two promising 
young men of their lives, but from the 
evidences found by their friends near 
the scene of the tragedy, it seems that 
they must have been the victims of a 
runaway accident— at least this is the 
deduction which their friends have 
made from the circumstances surround- 
ing the sad affair. 

Leading to the bridge which spans the 
slough where the remains of the two 
young men were found is a steep decline 
which swerves sharply as it approaches 
the bridge. From the marks of the 
broken wagon on which the two boys 
•were last seen going in the direction of 
Otter Point with a load of straw for EI. 
Clark, it is thought that the four horses 
must have run away, and, dashing down 
the steep hill, swerved the wagon as it 
-was going around the curve, finally 
.striking it against the woodwork of the 
bridge at the bottom of the hill, or a log 
near the roadside, turning the wagon 
over. The two drivers, who were 'sit- 
ting ou the top of their load, were 
hurled from the top of their load of 
straw over the parapet of the bridge, 
Andrew striking head first among the 
rocks and logs by the side of the 
slough, and John pitching right into Cue 
slough; at least this is what seems to 
have occurred, according to those "who j 
found the bodies. Andrew's head was 
cut and his neck broken, and when 
found his head was reclining beneath 
the surface of the stream. John was 
evidently stunned from tlie impact of his 
full and drowned, foe body was 

found by Mrs. Williams, a neiglibdi', 
floating in the stream. 

The Muirs left their home yesterday 
morning with four horses and a full 
wagon lead of straw for H. Clark, and 
were bound to that gentleman's farm

IS NATURE CUUEi,? 

Question as to the Sufferings of Victims of 
. Cnrniverous Animals. > 

This question, says the Literary Digest, 
has already been answered by some emin- 
ent nuthor'ties In the affirmative, and the 
belief that such an answer is thee orrect 
one is widespread. Sir Samuel Baker de- 
clares that nature "Is a system of terror- 
ism from the begiuulng to the end." and 
Jotin Stuart Mill asserts runt K there aro| 
marks of design in creation, "one of the 
things most evidently designed Is that a 
large proportion of all animals should pass 
their. existence in tormenting and devouring 
other animals." If we assume nature tt. 
ether animals." If we assume nature to 
he the work or a helm; of infinite power, 
he concludes that "the most atrocious en- 
crmltisj, f the wcrst men will he more 
luuo Justified by the apparent Intention of 
Providence that throughout all animated na- 
ture the strong should prey ou the weak. 
These radical assertions are controverted 
by J. C. Hirst, ot Liverpool. England, In a 
book whose title is the same aa that at 
the head of this article (London. MOO.) 
After examining the experiences of hunters 
of big game, he concludes In the lirst place 
that Sir Samuel Baker's dictum is untrue. 
We quote from u review In Our Animal 
Friends (October) the following abstract of 
his argument. 

"Whore there is terrorism there must be 
terror, an I terror Is one of the most hor- 
rible of sullelngs. It Is true, then that the 
animals most exposed to the attacks of 
the earnlvora sulfcr greatly from terror'; 
We believe that it is almost entirely un- 
true. Terror la human beings Is largely 
due t othe imagination. 

"Hare we any reason to believe that the 
lower itiiluials have a similar terror of Imag- 
ination? We have good reason to believe 
the contrary. Mr. J. V. luverarlty tells 
the following Incident: A poor donkey 
was "Jied-out" that It. a halt for a lion. 
The lion approached, but the hunter, look- 
ing through his peep-hole, saw the donkey 
standing uahurmed. while the Hon went 
off growling. It was afterward discovered 
that the Hon had actually tried to throw 
the donkey over with his paw and failed, 
although It had scratched the donkey on 
the inner side; of the leg. But "within a 
few minutes of the donkey being attacked, 
it was calmly eutlug, which showed Its 
nerves were not affected." I

Slavery arj It Exists in Northern Parts 
of Eastern Siberia. 
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The Russian N'ewii, of St. Petersburg, 
publishes an account of the Siberian traf- 
fic in human beings, sent by a correspon- 
dent iu Yakutsk, the most important 
town on the lower Lena river. He de- 
scribes the pitiful conditions in thoso 
northern districts and says they are re- 
sponsible for the selling of children into 
slavery. 

Three classes of people live there, Rus- 
sian officials and merchants, Russiar 
peasants and Yakut natives. It is t 1 
Yakuts who have the children to 
Tin Russian peasants buy them an' 
them nt a good profit to the olllcir 
merchants. 

The Russian peasants are no' . 
those bleak nnd unhospitable i uvrag in 
their own choice. They w ' regions of 
exile from their native ho- ^re sent into 
somo for crimes and of ■•n<* «u K»«*<in, 
offences. They are ■ aer for political 
the districts of Wcr scattered through 
and Yakutsk, the ir chojansk, Kolynisk 
Siberia inhabited ' 'OSt northern part 
is winter for oy the white race. It 
year nnd we 1 n,ne months m tin 
eri'tv ol this Jftve little idea of the sev- 
misery it h ' on 6 winter season and tin 
en Russir rings "upon the poverty-strick

And yet in the 'brief summer season 
the Russians and Yakuts ripen a few 
vegetables and cut n little hay for the 
miserable cattle that are kept in that far- 
away land. The mining industry is not 
important, and about the only interest 
that keeps white men there is the col- 
lecting of skins nnd furs and the trado 
with the natives who live nearer the Are- 
tic ocean and exchange! a good many 
skins for European commodities. Tha 
poor white residents and Yakuts also en- 
gage in fishing. 

In the best of years they earn but a 
scanty subsistence; but their misery is, 
great indeed when the meagre crops fail. 
At such times the Yakuts often beg from 
door to door in the little towns ,or take 
to robbery. At such times also the fa 
I her of the family will sell li is children 
to the Russian peasants, his nearest 
white neighbors, it' he has any to sell. Tlie 
price is a mere pittance, verying between 
$2 and $25. Sj 
The well-to-do Russians of the official 
or merchant class are tlie final purchas- 
ers of the cnildren. They pay the middle- 
men who buy the children from, the Ya- 
kut families about one-third more than 
the Yakuts receive for them. The child- 
ren are purchased to be servants. 

Such sales are against the law and am 
made secrot<!ly. Wlfcn the children 
reach their majority (bey are free. They 
can no longer be held in restraint; never- 
theless, they are slaves in their younger 
years. 

It is not to lie wondered at that the 
Yakut population hate the whiles who, 
dominate over them. They know that, 
most of the white population are convicts 
sent out of their country for their coun- 
try's good; and they see in the bettor 
class of Russians only slave-holding oil! 
cials nnd merchants. 
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due'; To what else, Indeed. \ na ihu "per- 
petual stimulus to oxen their utmost speed 
which Is caused by the fear of enoinle.lV, 
But In not this fear the very terror which 
Mr Samuel linker affirms?

Is not cruelty, and he 
devotes much space to Bhowlng thai, in 
their attacks wild creatures cause their 
victims little pain, although he does not 
iro quite su far as to say that the mangled 
ones eujoy It. as Wallace maintained of 
tlie fleeing antelope. The familiar ease of 
Dr Livingstone. <oi whom a lion's Jaw 
crunching through ids shoulder acted as an 
anesthetic Is. of course, cited and support- 
ed bv much evidence along the same line. 

The reviewer regards tl ase as having 

been made out. and concludes as follows: 
".So then, as the result of tills most In- 
teresting Investigation, we may reason- 
aid v come to the conclusion that nature 
Is by OO means the system of terrorism 
that Sir Samuel Maker makes It out ty 
be; that It does not lustlfy the pessimis- 
tic and almost atheistic conclusions of Mr. 
J. S. Mill, nnd that It is not the horrible 
eomuinliillng of devourcrs and devoured 
that il supcroxclted Imagination Is predis- 
posed to paint It. On the contrary, we 
may believe that the various , carnivorous 
enemies of the (teutler races of animals 
arc much more serviceable in training them 
ti> tlie finest exercise of skill and fleetness 
than thev are destructive of their num- 
bers or oppressively noxious to their hap- 
piness of animal life, and that in a world 
In which death is necessary, death by the 
assault of carnivorous enemies is no more 
dreadful, but is. In fact, much less pain- 
ful, than many other methods by which 
life may be extinguished."

Even at the butts he Is not called upon for 
any special effort of long slu'ht and he Is 
not there very often." 

The fact was mentioned that several of- 
ficers had come home from the war with 
greatly Improved eyesight. Some, who had 
worn glasses, now found their slghl quite 
cured and attributed the fact to the effect 
of the One clear nlr of the veld* 

"A clear atmosphere," said the authori- 
ty, "would be an Important factor In sight- 
ing the enemy, of course.: but the real 
truth Is that these officers have benefitted 
by their experience In South Africa. It s 
all a question of the clllnrv muscle. Here 
is the ciliary- muscle on this diagram, at- 
tached to the choroid coat of tlie eyeball. 
The ciliary Is an Involuntary muscle— one 
of the few muscles we cannot control. Its 
function Is to adjust the vision to differ- 
ent distances and It acts something like 
the screw of an opera-glass. At lone ran- 
ees there Is practically no call on the ciliary 
muscle, but. when, for example, you want 
to rend, it screws up till the proper focus 
has been ohtnlnod. I have known, too. 
much studv Induce a kind of artificial short- 
sight, enslly cured by months of rest. We 
use our clllnrv muscle too much— the Boer 
hardly at all.

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THE HOOLIGAN OF LONDON 



(From Montreul Star.) 



"Hooligan" i3 a word that has begun to 
make Loudon uneasy. It Is a word that 
may help to create history before long, If 
the Increase In what Is now known as 
Hooliganism continues In the pres?nt ratio. 

The word did not come Into geueral use 
until lately, and It began to llgure dally In 
the newspapers only since the last out- 
break of patriotism over soldiers returning 
from South Afrlsa. One story of Its origin 
Is that a police magistrate, trylug a case of 
unprovoked assault— one of uncommonly 
many that had come before him In a short 
time-said to the oftleur who had arrested 
the prisoner: "What is this man. meaning 
doubtless, to ask the prisoner's nationality." 

"lie's of Hooley's gaag, Your Worship," 
said the officer. 

"A Hooligan!" exclaimed the judge, mis 
understanding, "Well, we have had enough 
ot the Hooligan!" 

And the name has been applied to prowl- 
ing street rufilans ever since. 

The Hooligan Is the germ of as lively a 
riot as any modem city hns seen. He has 
far more stamina than his French confrere, 
who has turned Paris upside down occasion- 
ally, and once he gets tt-golng It will not 
be so easy to stop him. Heretofore his 
healthy fear of the sturdy London policeman 
1ms kept him In chock. But that fear has 
been diminished by a series of extraordin- 
ary manifestations of human nature over, 
episodes of the war. 

You remember how you read In your news- 
paper that all London "had gone mad," 
and was "holding carnival" over the rfftlef 
of Ladysmlth. 

What really happened wns a quickly sub- 
siding outburst of genuine patriotism, fol- 
lowed by a festival for the Hooligan. In 
the general Joy the bonds of propriety were 
relaxed a little, and the Hooligan took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to let himself 



down the streets, had had to struggle In 
single file through a squirming, panting 
suffering mass of humanity. At night 
every police officer in the carnival was tick- 
led under the chin with a peacock, .feather 
by at least one person In every 20 that 
passed him. ne saw every girl who chose 
to walk lu the street hugged, kissed nnd 
pulled about by every young man who could 
get within reach of her. If her escort ob- 
jected, so much the worse for him. The 
officer hlmseelf was considerably elbowed 
at times, nnd got many a furtive poke In 
the ribs nnd many a tap on the helmet. 
It was great fun for everybody, but must 
of all to the Hooligan, who was summing 
up the result of Ills experiments with the 
police In some such words as these: '"H 
ain't nawthln' to be a-skeered of no more." 

(This feeling lias brought Its harvest dur- 
ing the past week, as the cable has an- 
nounced. On Saturday last, in Whiteshnpol, 
Constable Thompson, who earned, fame 
by his endeavors to run down "Jack the 
Ripper," was stabbed to death, while at- 
tempting to disperse n band of "Hooligans." 
This was but one of many Incidents of the 
struggle, now In progress between the police 
nnd the "Hooligans." The inhabitants of 
the Fast Fnd of London are becoming 
panic stricken by the frequency of the out- 
rages. A few more opportunities of this 
sort, a little more' Incentive to mischief, n 
few daring loafers nnd London has all the 
material for a recurrence of the scenes 
Dickons has depleted so vividly In "Tinrn- 
ahy Rudge.") 

THE "HOOLIGAN" HIMSELF. 

The "Hooligan," as he has now come to 
be defined, Is not simply a young ruffian. 
He Is not n professional bad man, he Is 
not even n loafer, and after he hns reached 
the age of 22 or 2,3 It no unfrequently 
happens that ho joins the army nnd be- 
comes a first rate soldier or settles down 
into a moderately sober workman who has 



laborer, who, attracted by high wugvs, left 
the country and came to London, where he 
settled lu a slum, married u slum girl, and 
obtained work. As regularly as pay-day 
came, unconsciously disgusted with his 
squalid home and his frequently Intoxicated 
wttfe, "Darkey" senior sot drunk uud vio- 
lently assaulted his better half, in acord- 
auce with the custom of the locality iu 
which he resided. 

Into such a home little "Darkey" was 
born, and by the time he was three or four 
years old the drunkenness of his father re- 
sulted In his being unable to obtain regular 
work, and consequently the woman, advised 
and encouraged by the example ot the In- 
mates of u registered lodging-house close by 
took him out "grldllng" (Angllce, singing 
In the streets for charity.) 

Eventually his father run away, probably 
went on tramp, and his mother took up her 
abode In a lodging-house, where she paid 
•Id. a night lor her bed and Id. for the 
child. 

In this abode of Infamy he was either 
taught or acquired all sorts of tricks for 
obtaining money, nnd was sent out selling 
matches and papers. 

By the time be was a strong lad of 14 his 
mother died, and he was cast on the world 
without friends, save ruffians. Ignorant to 
nn extraordinary extent, yet sharp, cunning 
nnd quick-witted, absolutely devoid of any 
Ideas of right and wrong, and brutal and 
pugnacious to a degree. 

As an Instanee of the brutnllty of youths 
of this class It may be mentioned that they 
will strike a girl at the slightest provoca- 
tion. 

There was one hope at this period for 
"Darkey," and that was that he should be 
arrested for some offence nnd sent for a. 
long period to a reformatory, where he j 
would have been subjected to discipline nnd 
taught some useful trade. 

Unfortunately ,he did not "fall" until he j 
wns 1(1, when ho received a month's hnrd 
labor for watch "snatching." 

This settled his career. On his release he 
was made a hero of by his "pais," and ad- j 
mltted to the society of race-course thieves, 
by whom ho was taken to race meetings, 
nnd he soon became, owing to hi sstrength 
of arm and brutal boldness, the leader of i 
the "mob." | 

For years this man and a score of other 
dangerous criminals have lived, wh>n out j 
of jail, by violence nnd robbery. The only- 
thing thnt seems extraordinary is that 'the I 
law, once It lays Its hands npon suoh char- 
acters, should ever let them loose on the j 
community unless there Is some strm-T 
reason to hope that they will live honestly 
and peaceably. 

It was the ordinary business of "D.L'J.w"' 
and his gnng to blackmail stnrtlng-p-lce 
bookmakers, who knew perfectly wa'l that 
If they objected or appealed to the police 
they would be "put through It," or, In oth- 
er words, brutally assaulted nnd robbed. A 
favorite device of the "boys" was to break 
a glass In a refreshment bar and jab It In 
the face or under the chin of offend ng 
bookmakers and others who refused to 
"part ut>." 

One of "Darkey's" proudest achievements 
was the "ramping" of a bookmaker once at 
Epsom, who thought £"< too much to pay 
for "protection." The bookmaker was at 
once knocked clown and kicked, his money, 
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Which is surely destined to become one of 
the most flourishing Cities In British Co- 
lumbia. A chance like this for Investment 
does not occur once lu 20 years. Recollect

the social condition of his kith and kin, 
the absence of family life, the Indifference 
of parents. I don't speak ns a bigoted par- 
son, but I can say that, in working for re- 
ligious ends among such people, we can 
get the parents to take no Interest In their 
children's welfare. I remember calling on 
a woman to speak to her about ber son, a 
boy 14 years old, who I knew was working. 

" 'How much does your boy earn a week?' 
I asked her. 

'She said, 'I don't know, but he allowa 
me five shillings n weei.' 

"She didn't take enough Interest in thnt 
14 year old boy to nsk how much he earned, 
and that Is one condition that Is answerable 
for the 'Hooligan' type. As soon fs these 
boys get out of the 'board schools' they go 
to work, and at 15 or 10 every one of them 
Is a man grown In mind and vlclousness; 
independent, devil-may-care, each one with 
his drink, his cigarette and his own special 
girl." ' 

"The Hooligan picks no quarrel with the 
policeman, and he commits his Hooligan- 
isms when the officer Is at the other end 
of his heal. There's the remedy for the 
evil- Increase the police force by putting 
on 'private clothes men.' As things are now 
in'a uniform makes him help- 
ic most prominent thing In the 
block. One of them toid mo the other day 
that for the last eight years complaint after 
complaint had been made of noolignnlsm 
on a certain comer of his beat, nnd he said, 
'Do you know, sir, I haven't seen It once.' " 
Many people believe that the solution of 
the problem will be found in the compul- 
sory service of the "noollgan" In the army. 

The animal report for 1809 of the reform- 
atory and Industrial schools ot the king- 
dom show thnt 15,210 boys who left the 
schools In ISno, 1S07 nnd 189S, 2,300 were 
In the army and navy at the end of 1S90. 
There Is not the slightest doubt, says the 
report, that enlistment In the army and 
navy Is to he commended as a means of 
disposal for the boys In the Home Office 
schools. These boys are the stuff out of 
which good sailors and soldiers nre made; 
they are quick-witted, full ot courage, reck- 
less even to a fault, nnd the open-air life 
nnd steady discipline are just whnt suits 
them. On enlistment they nre saved from 
returning to the surroundings which prov- 
ed their bane In childhood. Flnnlly, there 
Is a fitness In boys who owe much of their 
education to the sta;e repaying their debt 
In service to the state. 
And nobly have many of them recently

Bank of England were coin- 
posed curly in the dny of law-abiding citi- 
zens, who were permitted to celebrate ns 
much as they pleased. But between 5 and 
G o'clock the character of the crowd chang- 
ed ominously. Groups of muscular young 
men tvlth colored handkerchiefs In place 
of collars, ami caps In place of hats pour- 
ed in from Whltechanel, Seven Dials nnd 
Bethnnl Green ,and ventured a little fur- 
ther In license than they had eared to do 
on Ladysmlth Hay. Their rather ugly 
but generally good nntured capers were 
whnt wns generally described as a demon- 
stration of London patriotism, whereas It 
was chiefly a demonstration of the Ingenu- 
ity of riotous gangs In seeing how many 
now liberties they could safely take with 
the police. 

When the City Imperial Volunteers re- 
turned from the war a few weeks ago, the 
Hooligan went a step further than he had 
ventured to go before and Loudon's streets 
witnessed most unusual scenes. A corre- 
spondent of the Times put It thus: "The 
police, although they did their best, were 
almost powerless to cope with the Immense 
■crowds, nnd 'ruffianism' had a free hand. 
Drunkenness Immorality nnd Indecency ot 
every kind; theft. Hooliganism and crime 
thete nre at present the chief results of 
n dty devoted to n 'welcome or demonstra- 
tion.' *' 

There could be little doubt about the 
fact that the dense crowds that took pos- 
session of Pall Mall nnd the Strand after 
the parade wns over, nnd had everything 
their own way until 2 o'clock the next 
morning, were largely tinctured with n sin- 
ister element that was busily taking note 
of the powerlesBness of the police. 

In the day time n force ot 2Y.000 mlllt'Ia 
nnd police hnd been wholly unable to keep 
the crowds In cheek, nnd the home coining 
•volunteers. Instead of marching proudly 



lived so rapidly between 15 and 20 that he 
is middle-aged at 23. His most distinctive 
feature is that he belongs to a gang w'lh 
headquarters In some public house, lie 
earns money enough to buy ills share of the 
drinks, to pay his share of the fines of mem- 
bers of the gang who get arrested, nnd 
usually to have a girl. He lives, after a 
fashion, with his parents. lie rarely 
smokes a pipe like his more law-abiding 
brethren, but nearly always has a cigarette 
iu his mouth. Ills costume has distinctive 
features, the muffler and cap aiready men- 
tioned, a leather belt In lieu of brae is, nnd 
trousers tight at the knee and broad at the 
pnklei He dearly loves u good light, and 
gees up a step in the scnle of his soci*:y 
when he hns served a turn in pris n. Vie 
prowls about at night la companies of four 
or five looking for a acrnp with rival gang?, 
for women that he can frighten or perhaps 
molest or for lonely wayfarers wuoti lie 
can torment and perhaps rob. Su ;'i attacks 
have grown In freuency of late, and have 
added to the general alarm. 

A few months ago a dangerous samge was 
let lose on the people of London nft.'r ser- 
ving 18 months' hard labor for an audacious 
robbery. This Individual Is a typical Hoo- 
ligan, and rejoices in being the captain of 
a formidable gang of race-course thieves 
and bullies, who, when the nelng senson 
Is off, turn their attention to blnckmaMng 
publicans and shopkeepers and robbing pe- 
destrians in the locnlitles they Infest. 

no Is only 32, and at his Inst trial no few- 
er than 53 convictions for felony and as- 
saults were proved against him. 

In all ho has spent about 13 years In jail, 
nnd may be said to be a striking example 
of the failure of our prison system to re- 
form the criminal. 

As there Is a probability that he mny be 
endeavoring to live honestly, pcraap3 by 
some form of hawking, for It Is almost hope- 
less to expect thnt he will ever do any nc- 
tunl work. I will refer to him ns "Darkey" 
throughout the following sketch of his car- 
eer, which Is a typical one of many thou- 
snnds of the Hooligans of London. 

"Darkey's" father wns originally a iarm 



ivatch nnd chain stolon, ami bis trap, 
(worth nearly £SO) smnshed to pieces, 

The question Is, what can be done with 
jnch u ruffian? And there are thousands 
In London every bit as bad. 

Imprisonment has been tried nnd found 
wanting. It has probably only hardened 
him in savagry, and picking onk#m, grind- 
ing cranks, nnd the now almost extinct 
"Mill" have, without doubt, made him 
more resolute In his aversion from work. 

Probably there is no clns3 of men in Lon-

The lives led by the 
wretched children thnt you see swarming 
In our streets result in a different type. 
These children, drngged around by their 
drunken pnrents, living on crusts, sleeping 
»n hallways or In the streets, familiar at 
five or six years with more vlclousness 
thnn most men attnln nt 30, develop Into a 
shifty thief, the fly-by-night burglar; mo- 
rose, self-contained, working In the dark. 
They don't brawl, or 'whoop it up,* they 
don't molest women or go nbout In gangs. 
If they rifle a bouse or kill a man they do 
1t without ostentation. 

"The Hooligan, on the other hand, Is not 
an ldleri as everybody seems to suppose, 
nnd lie doesn't come from the hitter slum 
districts. He .Is the boy or young fellow 
who works in n factory, and who 'lets oft 
stenm' after hours. His family Is poor, but 
they do not live In n slum. Westminster, 
Hexton. Bethnnl Green nnd Clerkenwell, 
practically respectable quarters, nre the 
breeding plnces of the 'Hoollgnn.' 
"His being what he Is Is due to flaws In 



discharged thnt debt. Out of 2,o07 old boys 
known to have been at the front, 113 have 
been killed or died from disease, 272 have 
been wounded or Invalided, qnlte a num- 
ber have earned promotion, one has been 
recommended for n commission, five for the 
Distinguished Service Mcdltl, nnd one for 
the Victoria Cross, the proudest distinction 
In the Empire. 

Conspicuous gallantry nt Ill-fated Splon- 
kop won distinction for one, another help-

V. o. hero, nn artillery driver, gained his 
Cross tbns;"Two of our batteries, the 18th 
nnd the 75th, bore the brunt of the bnttle 
(at the Modder river), discharging 2,000 
rounds, the 7f)th having to retire for want 
of ammunition. Just before they withdrew 
a tremendous Are was concentrated on 
them. Major Llndsny wns wounded, two 
men (a gunner nnd n driver) were killed, 
11 wounded, nnd 25 horses lost. The gal- 
lant driver, though shot' through the lung, 
drove his gun out." 

Seriously wounded, choking with blood, 
this gallant hero who snved his gun was n 
notable truant In his school days, and, snys 
the report, "he probably thinks the dis- 
tinction he tins gained worth a hatful of 
school-nttendnncc mednls, and, such Is the 
perversity of human nnture, most people 
will probably ngree with him. 

"A boy who left a London school In 1801 
wns In a position to Join the C. I. V., and 
thus gained the freedom of the city of Lon- 
don. An old Bedhlll boy. owning n farm 
In one ot the colonies, Joined a troop of col- 
onial volunteers for scouting duty, was 
wounded and sent to England. He luis re- 
covered nnd gone oft again to the front. 
Ills farm nil the time hns been left by him 
in rhnrge of n former schoolmnte." 

These wo the boys, ns Lord Ttosebery 
so nhly pointed ont nt Glnsgow, thnt the 
Empire wnnts, whether they come from 
'Varsity or Iteformntory.

MINES AND . MINING 



• A Weekly Summary of Events 



MININO IS THE FOUNDATION. 

It is .just half :i century siuce goto whs 
discovered in California. Prior to 1849 
the Pacific Coast had no meaning for 
any one except us u seaboard, move or 
loss (inhospitable, nppronebed by ships. 
That discovery, however, brought en- 
ergy, capital and a stream of population 
from the East. The settlement and de- 
velopment of the Pacific Coast was 
founded upon gold half a century ago, 
irnd is dependent, upon mining still. Min- 
ing is our basic industry, on which our 
Slopes for the immediate future rest. 
Every great emslre has been based on 
the possession of minerals, from which 
the objects of greatest Utility and value 
to the human race are manufactured. 
This is true at least of modern times anil 
probably of ancient also. The real cause 
of greatness may indeed have been the 
energy and brains to appropriate and 
utilise the metals; 'but the glory and 
splendor of it has always been in their 
overflowing nbunflance. Spain's empire 
depended largely on her control of the 
silver mhies of the Americas, at a time 
when centuries or barbarism had driven 
gold and silver out of circulation and 
enhanced their value a thousand times. 
England's unreflecting piracy robbed 
Spain of these resources. The founda- 
tion of the British Empire was laid on 
the Spanish Main. Its durability and 
permanence are derived from the coal 
and iron mines of the north of England 
and Scotland. It is the same with the 
United States, "a noble and puissant na- 
tion, rousing herself like a strong man 
after sleep ami shaking her invincible 
hicks," destined to power, grandeur, 
wealth and population, as yet but dim- 
ly comprehended, its industrial pulse was 
first stirred by the discoveries of gold 
and silver and lead ami copper, which 
tilled the West and created a demand 
for all those manufactured products 
which the activities of men require. The 
history of this greater movement is only 
twenty-five years old. Quarter of a cen- 
tury has seen the growth of mining as 
we understand it in-modern times in the 
United States. As with the United 
States so with Canada. But in Canada 
we are only taken back ten years, not 
twenty-five or fifty or a hundred. Ten 
years ago the pulse of Canada was dead 
and numb. Exhausted with the effort of 
joining East to West she waited. The 
rising sun of national growth had not 
yet dispersed the morning mists nud the 
grey light from it served only to illu- 
minate the apparent mockery of the ex- 
pected day. All at once the magic word 
"gold" ran through the length and 
breadth of the land. Like a shaft of 
bright light illuminating and irradiating 
the landscape, it broke the mists of 
doubt and fear, and these, gathering up 
their cohorts like tjie tented Arabs of 
the poet, silently stole away. There are 
•those who cannot see more in the mining 
excitement which overcame the people 
of Canada in lSOfi than a mad and re- 
grettable infatuation. It was far more 
than that. It was a renaissance of en- 
terprise, of energy, of confidence in the 
resources of the country. Bike all such 
movements it was aeeonipnniojj_l>y ex- 
travagances. But its solid results arc 
to bo scon, not merely in the railways, 
coal mines, smelters, copper mines and 
silver and gold mines since become pro- 
ductive, not merely in the men and 
money poured across the continent to 
appropriate and fertilise the mineral re- 
sources of the West, but in the stimula- 
tion given all through the country to 
distinctively Canadian enterprise and in- 
dustrial progress. This may seem a 
somewhat strained view to take or a 
movement which in its results hears but 
a small relation to the productive re- 
sources of Canada. One floes not, how- 
ever, gauge the tonic effects of strychnine 
by the same measure applied to the nu- 
tritive properties of beefsteak. It was 
ns a tonic thai the discoveries of gold, 
silver, lead, and copper in British Co- 
lumbia acted upon the nervous system of 
the whole of Canada. 



HISTORY OF TEN TEARS. 

Thus to review the progress of mining 
in British Columbia during the 19th cen- 
tury is to review the history of the min- 
ing industry for ten years. Prior to that 
mining in the province was confined to 
placer mining and had besides nothing 
distinctively Canadian about it. British 
Columbia was merely an outpost and off- 
shoot of California. Mining in British 
Columbia has, however, since that time 
had a most important bearing on the in- 
dustrial development of Canada, as I 
have already pointed out, and is destined 
to play a still larger part yet in our na- 
tional history. 

In British Columbia here we are poor 
geographers. We do am yet seem to 
realize that we possess a segment of the 
Cordilleran range almost equivalent in 
size to that of all the mining States in 
the Union put together, and so far as 
known richer in mineral than any one of 
them. It must not be forgotten that 
the mining resources of the Western 
States have in a quarter of a century only 
been scnctrhed, yet we look on their out- 
put as vast ami unapproachable. Con- 
sider for a moment what wo possess 
ourselves and weigh against the count- 
less resources yet unknown in the virein 
territory of our province the puny efforts 
of ten short years. Yet in the ten times 
ten vears which began on Wednesday, 
all these resources will be opened un and 
made available to the wants of civilized 
humanity. In the accomplishment of 
such a work- ten years are hut a day. 
Still it has been a day full of promise 
for the future. I do not intend to lingl r 
long over the first nine years of the de- 
cade, which so far ns mining 13 concern- 
ed means the century, but to linrry for- 
ward to a consideration of the progress 
made in the year just drawing to a close. 

The beginning of mining proper -n the 
province was the discovery of the Atns- 
worth eanm and of the Silver King at. 
Nelson. The Ainsworth camp was not 
startling enomrb to attract railways and 
capital on a large sonic, and through the 
death of Mr. Atkins the Silver King was 
handed over to those inscruituble meth- 
ods of procrastination and mismanage- 
ment, which too often rear the history 
of English compnnies. 

Tnen came the discovers- if the R!o- 
can. which was discovered from Ains- 
worth. .Tust as the Slogan was ge t t;ng 
on its feet and enterprise was spreading 
into the Bardeau came the financial pan- 
ic in the United States and the fall of 
silver— 1893 and four years of gloom and 
despair; 1805 saw Trail creek begun to 
be productive; 189G saw the wonderful 
inrush of Canadian capital which flood- 
ed Trail Creek and overflowed into the 
Boundary country. To this movement 
we owe the construction of the Crow's 
INest Pass railway, the development of

the Pernio coal mines, the development 
also of such mines as the Brooklyn and 
Stemwinder, Knob Hill and Ironsides, 
City of Paris, B.C. and many others, a: 
well as the inception of such an import 
ant industrial concern ns the Grunby 
smelter at Grand Forks. 1890 and 1H97 
saw also a revival in silver mining, 
which again received a check through a 
further fall in silver and an increase 'by 
the United States of the duty on lead. 
In 189S and 1899 the industry did little 
more than mark time. What it gained 
in one direction it lost in another. But 
at the same time the foundation was 
being laid for a great and notable ad- 
vance in every direction. Among the 
most noticeable features was the gradual 
but decisive increase in the amount of 
gold bullion produced and the steady in- 
vestment among the larger mines of 
large sums in the purchase and installa- 
tion of the heaviest ami most modern 
machinery. 



THE PRESENT YEAR. 

The present year, which so far as 
mining is concerned, lias been marked by 
a notable advance all along the line, 
gave no such promise at its commence- 
ment. The first of January, 1900, raised 
the curtain upon an apparently gloomy 
scene. The Slocan mines were practical- 
ly all closed down, and it certainly look- 
ed ns though nothing but the complete 
depopulation of that district would cure 
the differences existing betwen its sec- 
tions. A black thunder cloud was gath- 
ering, upon Trail Creek, both as regards 
the condition of the mines and the rela- 
tions there subsisting between labor and 
capital. A year of great prosperity 
seemed about to give place to a year of 
storm and stress, in which the very 
foundations of the camp would be shak- 
en. 

The railway into the Boundary coun- 
try has just been completed, but far 
from leading to an immediate boom the 
country found itself unable to support 
the population maintained by the expen- 
diture of capital in the construction of 
the railway, and conditions of distress 
and an apparently retrograde movement 
were visible. All these things were cal- 
culated to fill the superficial observer 
with dismay. And superficial obscrver- 
ers are in the majority. To any one 
looking beneath the surface certain facts 
were visible which could not fail to have 
an important influence upon the condi- 
tion of affairs. A large plant was being 
installed on the St. Eugene mine. A 
railway spur was being constructed to 
relieve' the congestion of ore at the North 
Star. Heavier ami still heavier mach- 
inery was being purchased and installed 
at Trail Creek. Smelters were being 
built in the Boundary country. These 
things pointed to great possibilities of 
improvement in the mining indus- 
try. The possibilities depended, how- 
ever, for their immediate realization up- 
on the establishment of harmonious re- 
lations between the men who owned the 
mines ami the men who worked in them. 
Very fortt nately mutual confidence was 
restored early in the year and still more 
fortunately upon a basis which gave 
every guarantee of permanent peace and 
mutual understanding. 

It was, however, the month of May 
before the factors which were to make 
the present year the banner year of 
British Columbia began to have their 
effect. 



EAST KOOTENAY. 

The first remarkable advance was 
chronicled from East Kootenny. In 
.Inn.' the St. Eugene mine began the 
shipment of concentrates and the North 
Star and Sullivan also entered the lists 
of permanently productive mines. The 
North Star and Sullivan produce a clean 
galena ore carrying a heavy percentage 
of lead and running about $50 gross 
value per ton. From those two proper- 
ties not less than 18,000 tons of ore have 
been shipped during the last seven months 
of the year, which may be valued at 
about $900,000. The St. Eugene has 
produced about the same tonnage of high 
grade concentrates, its monthly output 
varying from 1000 tons in August, its 
minimum, to 3,007 tons in October, its 
maximum. The value is stated to be 
S75 per ton, but no exact figures are 
available. It is not far out to place the 
value of this mine's output for the seven 
months at $1,350,000. So that East 
Kootenay has this year contributed 
about :«!,000 tons of ore, valued at $2,- 
25O,i)00 to the exports of the province. 
Satisfactory as it is. this output is cer- 
tain to be largely increased dining 11)01. 
and it gives some idea of the value of the 
province's silver lead resources. 

THE SLOGAN. 

The Slocan did not recover from the 
long depression existing there until well 
on in the year. Its production, however, 
is estimated to come ,vilhin nmnsureable 
distance of the record year of 1897. 

Eighteen thousand tons of ore have 
been shipped over the Kaslo and Slocan 
railway; 5,000, or t hereabouts, from Slo- 
can Lake points; and a fair estimate of 
that shipped from Sandon and Three 
Forks over the Canadian Pacific railway 
is liOOO tons. Tiie tonnage for the year 
is thus estimated by a careful and com- 
petent observer at 32,000 tons anil valu- 
ed by the same authority at $2,<o0,00O. 
Vddi'ng this to the tonnage and value 
from East Kootfinay, and allowing noth- 
ing here for silver-lead ores shipped 
from Ainsworth, Lardeau or Nelson dis- 
tricts, we find that the output of this 
class of ore for the year has been in the 
neighborhood of 08,000 tons, of a value in 
the" neighborhood of $5,000,000, a very 
comforting New Year's Day's reflection 
for all British Columbians when the still 
expanding nature of this class of mining 
is considered. 

ROSSLAND. 
In estimating the output of the Ross- 
land camp it is possible to tread with 
greater certainty. The Rossland peo- 
ple thoroughly understand the value of 
accurate statistics for advertising pur- 
poses and jealously record every ton pro- 
duced. It is only necessary to estimate 
for the last ten days of the year, and 
that can bo done with comparative ac- 
curacy. The year's output is to all in- 
tents and purposes 222,000 tons, which 
may be valued at $3,400,000. This valu- 
ation is possibly slightly excessive, al- 
though allowance is made for the fact 
that the greater portion of the tonnage 
is derived this year from the Le Roi 
mine, -whose ore is of lower average 
grade than that of the War Engle. Ross- 
land also shows to better advantage in 
the later than the earlier months of the 
year. The year hns been chiefly remark- 
able for the great bodies of ore disclosed 
in practically all the working mines. 



Shiprnents have been entirely subordin- 
ate to development. But the result of 
the year's operations is highly satisfac- 
tory even from an output point of view. 

THE BOUNDARY. 

Mining copper ores has not yet begun 
on a large scale in the Boundary coun- 
try, not on a scale commensurate with 
the known resources of the country. 
Still, the figures of output are highly sat- 
isfactory, dealing as they do with prac- 
tically only the last four months of the 
year. A close estimate of the total ton- 
nage brings it up to 102,000 tons, which 
may be safely valued at *1,000,000. It 
will be noticed that the present rate of 
production is 300,000 tons per annum, 
and that by the blowing in of the Mother 
Lode and Pyritic smelters, affording an 
outlet to mines ready to produce, but not 
yet producing, this rate will be increased. 
I confess that I am not afraid to fore- 
cast an output from the Boundary coun- 
try for 1001 of 400,000 tons; and it is 
by no means beyond the bounds of pos- 
sibility that it may reach 500,000 tons of 
a value of $5,000,000.

OTHER SOURCES OF PRODUC- 
TION. 

Nothing has been said of tile other 
districts of the province, the Nelson dis- 
trict with eight or ten producing mines, 
headed by the Ylllir, which has now SO 
stamps dropping, the Lardeau. the coun- 
try round Kootenay Lake, Lillooet, and 
the Coast, with the Lenora, Van Anna, 
Marble Bay and Monitor. Nor has the 
contribution of the Cariboo ;it Camp Me- 
Kinney been taken into account. The 
fact is that too many people in British 
Columbia are still afflicted with the 
mediaeval commercial superstition that 
publicity is detrimental. From the odds 
nnd ends of unrelated facts available it 
would be impossible to form an est'tllito 
of the production of these districts which 
would not be ridiculously inaccurate. 

The value of their output last year 
was about $1,800,000, and there Iris un- 
doubtedly been n large increase. In or 
tier to get an idea of the total place 
their production for this your at $2,500,- 
000. 

It may be an inaccurate (in the nature 
of things it cannot he an exactly a •cu- 
ratel estimate, but it is certainly not an 
unfair estimate to place the production 
of the lode mines of British Columbia 
during the year 1000 at SI 1,000,000. com- 
pared witli St>,750,000 lust year. Is it 
any wonder that ever," British Columbia 
heart is filled with satisfaction, and 
aglow with hope for the future, during 
the closing days of the 10th century? 



ETHICS OF TRAVEL. 

Is It Right to Cheat a Railway Com- 
pany ? 

The Rev. Edward G. Mason says In the 
Unlversullst Lender: 

"Two years ago tills summer I visited a 
western New York city shortly after the 
adjournment of n great religious conven- 
tion, widen hail been at tended by visitors 
and delegates from all over the Country, 
many of whom hud remained for further 
sight-seeing. Among the evidences of their 
presence In town were a number or large 
posters prominently displayed in the win- 
dows of ticket 'scalpers' ' oftlcesl announc- 
ing that unused portions of special conven- 
tion excursion tickets might be either pur- 
chased or disposed of within. Knowing 
these tickets to he of the non-trnnsferuble 
siu-neil variety known as 'Iron-clad.' a 
friend anil 1 determined to Hml out how 
the conditions on which they were orig'n- 
nllv sold were evaded. The Information 
was Ms.lv obtained. In the lirsi office we 
entered we found the salesman busy, and 
while we waited for him to attend a cus- 
tomer we heard the latter Instructed what 
replies to make should the trainman bo- 
i nine inquisitive eoncernlni! the ticket ha 
had iu>i bouglh, it ml we saw lilm practise 
under the scalper's direction, an Imitation 
of the signature of ilie uriglual owner. 
There was little nr no attempt at secrecy, 
although the transaction Involved at least 
two a<-is punishable under the laws of 
New York ns felonies. That people who 
have come together ostensibly to attend a 
religious gathering should be openly In- 
vited to disregard n signed business con- 
tract, supposedly entered Into In good 

faith, wuiild si i to be somewhat t>f an 

anomaly. But there Is no lack or evidence 
Hint the general public Is not overscru- 
pulous In keeping faith with the railway 
companies, and that among the offenders 
against the moral law In this respect arc 
not a few otherwise uood ami upright, ana 
even Christian people, to whom the bare 
thought of personal dishonesty would be 
horrifying 

"The second incident wns of a little dif- 
ferent kind. One dnv last fall I was wait- 
ing to take n train out of the Pennsylvania 
station In Jersey City, when a well-dressed 
couple, accompanied bv a young gti'i. ap- 
parently their daughter, presented their 
tickets to the gatemaii. The official 
glanced at the tickets, then with evident 
suspicion enquired the girl's age. The gen- 
tleman wits greatly embarrassed nnd tried 
to evade the question, but dually acknow- 
ledged that she was 'not yet sixteen.' He 
was not willing to falsify outright, but evi- 
dently the couple bad Intended to let 11 lie 
understood that their daughter wns four 
years younger than she really wns. thus 
Becurlng her transportation at one-half 
price. Thev hail expected to net a false- 
hood they were not willing to speak. What 

must bo the Influence of such enndn I 

children who look upon their parents us 
moral examples and guides, particularly In 
enses lii which, us In tills Instance ap- 
parently, poverty does not furnish the ex- 
cuse for dishonesty! 

"Of the many otherwise honorable peo- 
ple who do not scruple to bent the rail- 
ways, whenever a good opportunity offers 
Itself, it Is probable thai nine of every 
ten do not stop to consider the moral as- 
pects of the case. They unlet their con- 
sciences with the sophistry that 'every one 
does It.' that 'the railways make enough 
out. of the public anyway.' that 'the rail- 
way men aren't over-careful not to client 
the public' or with sonic other equally In- 
valld excuse. The trouble Is. the morul 
flbre of a great part of the American nubile 
hns been weakened by the prevalence of the 
pernicious theory that people are not under 
obligations to hold to the same standard 
of ethics In their dealings with great cor- 
porations, especially railway companies, 
that tliev apply to their transactions with 
Individuals. They have no doubt of the 
dishonest v of cheating a liveryman or a 
cab-driver, Out cheating a railway— that 
Is a verv different matter. 

"Nor has the claim that the railway 
companies are themselves not over-scrupu- 
lous anything to do with the moral obliga- 
tion of nn Individual to be honorable on Ids 
part In his dealings with them. A man is 
not instilled iu cheating the grocer or but- 
cher because the grocer or butcher is 
known to be prone to cheating his custom- 
ers. It may be good policy to "fight Are 
with lire." as the well known proverb ad- 
vises, but It Is never good morals to light 
meanness with meanness, or dishonesty 
with dishonesty 

"A true Christian can have but one 
standard of ethics. That standard must 
npplv with equal force to his dealings with 
honorable men and with men who arc dis- 
honorable, with Individuals and with cor- 
porations, with grocer and the butcher who 
supplv bis table, nnd with the railway com- 
pany which furnishes him a means of 
transportation for himself, bis famllv rW'l 
his goods. Jesus made no exception to the 
universal application of the moral Inw. 
Neither may wo."

Few men have been fortunate enough 
to "drop in" upon a whole tribe just 
about to sit down to a sumptuous, if 
somewhat highly flavored banquet, the 
first solid food the tribe had enjoyed for 
months. This was the luck of -Mr. Ger- 
ald H. Croc's, a courier in the service of 
the Dominion government a few weeks 
ago. Mr. Cross has just returned to the 
haunts of civilization, and recounts his 
strange experience with great gusto. Ho 
has Keen many potlatches amongst the 
British Columbia Indians, but this 0110 
wins the queerest of all. While away on 
thin trip to the extreme north of Van- 
couver Island, he made the interesting 
discovery that the putlatch is not all it 
has been alleged to be. It is not accord- 
ing to Mr. Cross, the generous, open- 
handed, reckless distribution of goods 
that is popularly believed. The person 
giving the potlatch has invariably a keen 
eye to the main chance. It he give away 
one blanket he expects two in return at 
the potlatch which may be given by the 
recipient at some future time. On the 
occasion in question the potlatch did not 
take the usual form of a blanket distri- 
bution, but was a free offering of the 
spoils of the chase by the young chief of 
the tribe, the Koskimos, who dwell north 
of Seymour Narrows, along the eastern 
side of Vancouver Island. * 

The whole tribe has been suffering se- 
verely from want of food for some time 
back," on account of the fishing having 
turned out badly, and no provision lim- 
ing been made to meet such u contingen- 
cy, .lust before Mr. Cross and bin party 
arrived at the camp of the Koskimos, the 
young chief (Charlie is his "while"' 
name), had been lucky enough to bring 
down a huge bear in the woods near 
camp. To the people who had been liv- 
ing practically on roots and herbs, with 
an occasional old mocassin in the pot at) 
feu to lend it something the consistency 
of soup, the news of this fortunate bag 
came as tidings from Heaven itself. The 
whole tribe went wild with glee— but the 
boar wos Charlie's to do with as he pleas- 
ed. Would he "act ugly" and skin the 
animal and let the carcase rot as some 
Bulky member'; of those tribes will do 
when they have a sullen lit; or would he 
potlatch it? 

Charlie was one of the right sort and 
magnanimously invited everybody In the 
camp, and the strangers who had just 
entered the gates, to 

COME AND MAKE MERRY 
over the monster of the forest. He was 
a giant indeed. "When dressed he tipped 
the. beam at seven hundred pounds, and 
showed plump and juicy-looking, so that 
the Koskimos' mouths' watered even he- 
fore the steam or the flesh pots mounted 
to their grateful nostrils. Every opera- 
tion connected with the dressing, cutting 
up and cooking of the carcase was shared 
by every man, woman and child in the 
tribe amid continuous merry laughter 
and noise. The news of Charlie's luck 
had spread like a smallpox scare, and all 
occupation -was dropped to aid in the 
preparation of the feast. Charlie was, 
of course, the most popular man in the 
whole country, and his every appearance 
was bailed with immense demonstrations 
of joy. The first thing to do was to dis- 
member the animal; Ibis was done early 
in the morning, and the various portions 
were put into big kettles, with the excep- 
tion of the heart, liver, lights, kidneys, 
brains and other portions of the interior 
economy, which were carefully placed in 
n pot themselves. This pot was put on j 
to simmer gently "it a separate fire, while . 
the monster kettles were kept bubbling 
all day. Toward evening the Indians, 
who had been 

DRIVEN NEARLY INSANE 
smiling the orders from the steaming 
caldrons, began to gather round rubbing 
their stomachs and chattering with great 
animation on the prospect of a glorious 
gorge. In the lodge where the feast was 
to be held, for even the Indians draw the 
line at open air banquets when the ram 
in coming down steadily, tires were kind- 
led one of them at the .farther end a 
huge blazing Yuletide affair, that at the 
■ml nearest the door being smaller. Tho 
big pots with the plain meat throwing off 
an appetizing steam were deposited near 
the large fire, whilst the smaller pot 
with the tit-bits was placed near tho kn- 
ser fire. 

The -white men were accommodated 
with chairs (where on earth they got 
them from is a mystery, for those In- 
dians do not use this article of furniture) 
and they were invited to sit down and en- 
joy themselves. They were seated at 
the lower end of the lodge facing the old 
'hief, who squatted in the centre of the 
floor. In a semi-circle near him sat the 
older chieftains of the tribe, on their 
haunches; the klootchmen sat outside tins 
half-circle and behind them the bucks 
and lads. The oldest Indians and their 
klootches occupied what were the places 
of honor. Clustering thickly around tho 
door were the small fry, noisy and mis- 
chievous us their white prototypes. They 
were eagerly waiting for the scraps. Be- 
hind them, 'again crowded the dogs of 
the camp, a motley throng, snapping nnd 
fighting and waiting for bones. All the 
Indian adults were arrayed in their best 
clothes, some of these being very special 
festival attire. The klootchmen in par- 
ticular were resplendent in gowns of 
",erv imaginable form, size and color, 
the undoubted belle of the assembly was 
i ladv who was addressed by the others 
as queen. She was fantastically rigged 
out In a crimson satin gown, evidently 
nn old ball dress; it was trimmed with 
what had originally been yellow lace, but 
now was a deep chocolate shade; she 
wore on her 

SURPRISINGLY SHArED FEET, 
—little, narrow highly-arched, curving 
feet, a pair of brand new kid hoots, but- 
toned well up the calf; over her head 
was thrown a multi-colored shawl, the 
ends of which "were brought bewitchingiy 
under tho chin and knotted. To cap the 
climax she carried a little lnp-dog. n 
blaok-nnd-tnn with n solid silver collar. 
The girl had evidently seen something or 
so-called high-life, for her attempts to 
assume tho languishing ulrS-Of the grand 
dames and at the same time repress her 
natural desire to join in the boisterous 
merriment of the other klootches, was no 
ludicrous, that the visitors had the hard- 
est kind of work to suppress their inclin- 
ation to go off into roars of mirth. She 
occasionally favored them with a tired 
smile and ravishing glance of the eyes, 
from behind the folds of the shawl, and 
every time this happened Mr. Cross and 
his friends had to have a fit of ■uncon- 
trollable coughing. Tho lady's fingers 
were simply crusted with rings, some of 
them tawdry enough, but others of con 
siderablo value. They were chiefly of 
wrought silver, with hero anil there a 
copper one richly engraved. She also 
wore a silver necklace of massive de- 
sign nnd 6olid gold bracelets. Those 
bracelets were made out of twenty dol- 
lar gold pieces, and showed tho work- 
manship of a famous Hydah goldsmith 



•who lives at Fort Rupert, and who does 
nearly the whole of this sort of work 
required by the richer Indians up ami 
down the coast. His chasing is exceed- 
ingly beautiful, and it is to be doubted 
if any white gold or silversmith lould 
surpass the craftsmanship displayed on 
those bracelets. The pieces of twenty 
are beaten out flat and engraved with the 
WONDERFUL HYDAiH FILIGREE 
WORK. 

Tho young Indian queen was perfectly 
conscious of the havoc she was making 
amongst the bucks, and took every op- 
portunity to show off her finery. He» 
adaptations from the latest fashions were 
faithfully coined by the other women, 
sometimes with the most comical results. 

As each Indian arrived on the scene 
he was heartily greeted and welcomed 
by the obi chief, and bidden to his place 
in the circle. This he took generally 
with a grunt. The extreme, indeed the 
affectionate care the Indians took of their 
old chief was noted by the visitors with 
much pleasure. He was not allowed to 
walk a stop or stand alone, two stalwart 
hunks supported him on either side. 
When all had arrived he was tenderly 
seated in his place by the two attendants. 
The pots weie then carried to their places 
each caldron requiring four of the strong- 
est men to lift it. The little pots with 
the intestine,- and other portions of tho 
inner bear, was set before the old chief, 
along with one of the big pots; the other 
big pots were placed amongst the In- 
dians at the lower end of the lodge. 

Men provided with immense forks made 
out of wood, and resembling hay forks, 
then took their stations beside the pots, 
waiting while the old chief pronounced 
si me sort, of incantation over the incut 
and. as it seemed, the assemblage in the 
lodge. The meat was then lifted from 
the .pots amidst very audible drawing in 
of the breath and licking of lips, and was 
thrown into long wooden troughs, some- 
what like those used in feeding hogs. At 
a given signal the Indians began their 
meal, falling to like hungry -wolves. A 
curious thing was here observed by the 
visitors. Several of the Indians helped 
themselves to the food with the aid of 
chopsticks, very similar in appearance to 
those used by the Chinese. Upon enquiry 
it was found that this custom had pre- 
vailed amongst those Indians .from time 
immemorial. Some of the other practices 
of the Koskimos reminded the strangers 
•trongly of the Orientals. Such, for ex- 
ample as the salaam when entering a' 
house. This is tho snme low obeisance 
as the Japanese and the Chinese make 
on such occasions. 

Rows of matting had been laid down 
in front of the Indians previous to the 
meat being taken out of the pels.

The servitors who dispensed the 
meat to all. carried it round in broad 
wooden platters, giving to each guest a 
share so exactly equal ns to preclude tho 
possibility of cavil; it. was a marvel of 
measurement. After the pots had been 
emptied there was absolute silence.

Knowing 
that the white visitors did not care for 
bear meat, the young chief procured 
three raw carrots nnd pressed them upon 
Mr. Cross nnd his companions in a man- 
ner so earnest that refusal was impossi- 
ble. Soon the white men were munching 
the carrots with the best grace they 
could summon. 

Mr. Cross asked the fat Indian sitting 
at his left, if he were enjoying the lingo 
portion of meat which lie was endeavor- 
ing to tear to pieces with his teetH and 
hands, and was astonished -when the In- 
dian paused in his operations nn tho moat, 
grinned, nnd answered: "You hot." 

The great bones of the deceased and 
succulent plantigrade were broken and 



every scrop of marrow sucked out. At 
the close of the feast there was not a. 
fragment of the bear left, tho only me- 
mento, except the broken bones being the- 
fine skin. Mr. Cross then addressed the 
Indians through an interpreter, and 
thanked them tor the kind invitation, 
and told them how much he had enjoyed 
the verv excellent carrots -which their 
generosity, or rather, that of tbeir es- 
teemed chief, had provided for the white 
men. He hoped Charlie would bo as- 
lucky every time he went into the woods, 
and that the tribe's .shadow would never 
grow less than it was at that present 
moment. This did not provoke a smile,, 
but a heavy grunt of satisfaction. 

Tho potlatch of the bear wound up 
with songs and dances round the fires; 
those festivities being kept up far into 
the night. 

Tho Koskimos have one specialty in 
which they excel, and that is in the 

BEAUTIFUL BASKET WORK. 
The specimens displayed by them to tho 
white party were the finest any of them 
had ever seen. It is made out of tho 
cedar bark, which is operated upon by a 
curious looking instrument. This is a 
piece of -whalebone with ridges on it. 
The bark is rubbed between the ridges 
till it is as soft as a silk handkerchief, 
great care being taken to sec it does not 
break or tangle. W r hen finished the pro- 
duct is as strong as rope. Mr. Cross re- 
ceived as a present from the chief a 
curious stone, which lie was assured hud. 
been used in the wars of the tribe in the' 
early part of the present century. He 
was also persuaded to accept as a gift Di 
crown which had belonged to one of the 
chiefs. It is made of birch bark wound 1 
round with string which makes a perfect 
pattern. At the front and buck tire bows 
made of cedar bark, looking just like 
cloth. It is lined with a piece of ordin- 
ary white and red print. 

TREE BELTS. 

What Is Being Done to Grow Trees on- 
the Prairies. 

From Toronto Globe. 

The face of the cultivated prairie of the 
Canadian West will probably undergo a 
considerable change In appearance within 
llio hum tew years. Instead ot the tuble- 
i'ke plain, wila the horizon broken only by 
settlers' bouses and barns, there will be 
many rows of trees, making a landscape 
somewhat similar to that of old Ontario.. 
At Icasl that is the project or Mr. H. 
Stewart, chief inspector of timber and for- 
estry for the Dominion government. Mr. 
Stewart was in the city yesterday confer- 
ring with Mr. Thomas Soutbworth, clerk 
of the Ontario IStireuu of Forestry. He is 
on bis way to Washington, where he will, 
attend rile meeting of the American For- 
estry Association, and also gather Informa- 
tion regarding the working out of the for- 
estry problem in the United States. 

In speaking to a representative of the 
Globe. Mr. Stewart said the duties of his- 
of lice were two-fold: the preservation of 
the timber on Dominion lauds nnd the pro- 
pagation bf forests by tree culture on the 
liia. ns of Manitoba and the Nonthwest Ter- 
ritories. 

"uurliig the past summer," said Mr.. . .. 
Stewurt, "we have had a number of for- 
est fire rangers employed in the - timber 
districts witli similar duties to the lire 
rangers lu Ontario ami Quebec. It was tho 
Intention this year to have started in the 
way of assisting the fanners on the North- 
west prairies in tree culture, but the vote 
being so late the funds were not available 
In time. We have now about completed a. 
plan for next season, and will hold a series 
of meetings to Instruct and Interest the 
people. Our part will be substantially the- 
furnishing of seed and trees, while the far- 
mers will do the work. We will give direc- 
tions, provide a system of Inspection, and 
give advice as to care, and so ou. The val- 
ue of the trees when planted will be very 
great. They will be wind-breaks, thus re- 
taining an even layer of snow on the 
ground; they will be shelters for stack ami 
for the houses, uud. most of all. the trees, 
will, bj' a process of nature now generally 
ndmltted. equalize the rainfall uud cause a. 
cessation of those terrible droughts which 
frequently do so much damage to our crops - 
The kinds of trees to be planted will be 
mostly poplars, box elders, spruce and 
Scotch pines." 

Mr. Stewart said the government were 
Ontario government, and bad sot aside 
several large tracts as forest reserves. One 
notable recent tract of this bind was in 
Northwestern Manitoba, where the density 
of the forest Is. strange to say. similar to 
Northern Ontario. Another case was a 
belt along the foothills of the Rockies, ex- 
tending from the How river to the Ameri- 
can boundary. This was especially Import- 
ant as the source of water used for irri- 
gation in a largo agricultural area. 

While In Ontario, Mr. Stewurt lias, with 
other members, arranged for a meeting 
of the Forestry Association with the Cana- 
dian Institute on a date early In January. 
The Canadian Forestry Association 1ms 
bad some fifty new members job. In the- 
last mouth, making luO In all.

The East Indian python. 2T feetO inches 
long, the biggest captive snake In the 
world, was fed at the Zoological Gardens 
of the Bronx Inst Friday after a bnnl 
fight.

Into this den Chief Keeper Snyder en- 
tered accompanied by two assistants, ihe 
smallest python, which was In a water 
i auk was covered by boards, and the other 
was covered, after desperate manoeuvres, 
bv blankets, to prevent it from seeing the 
light with its huge companion.

There, awaiting bis- 
chance, he grabbed the hooded monster just 
behind the bend nnd Jerked it through -he 
opening Other keepers were waiting out-

ers si 111 In the cage threw themselves upon 
the massive moving colls of the great con- 
strictor, und. though In Uoril of lioiiiL' en- 
wrapped and crushed, they successfully 
guided the squirming folds toward the exit. 
When finally outside, the corridor behind 
the cages, It took the utmost strength ;a 
eleven men to hold the snake, which weighs 
over 200 pounds. In u comparatively 
■'..i line, though aided by pressing it 
against the wall. 

Another keeper, by nhl of n long bam- 
boo pole, pushed four freshly killed rabbits 
down the python's throat nnd the serpent 
was safely put buck In the cage, tall llrst. 
A stream ofwnter from a hose was at once 
dl-ected into Its mouth to prevent the snaKe 
from disgorging Its meal, but to no nvu,!, 
for the rabbits were cast forth again. 

It wns decided to repeat the operation, 
for snakes of such size arc too valuable to 
be allowed to commit suicide by starvation. 
Again did the keepers enter the cage, and 
after another struggle worse thnn the llrst 
the operation wns repented. 

This time, with four fresh rabbits, it was 
successful, for the python concluded to re- 
tain her repast. When restored to the den 
both the other snakes were in a nervous, 
ugly mood, and policemen kept visitors 
nwav from the glnss front of the cage. 

The 23%-foot python, nfter being fed In- 
like manner for nearly a year, now readily 
eats its semi-monthly meals of chickens 
without persuasion, and Is crowing In 
length, girth, and avoirdupois. The 20 foot 
4 Inch snake, which is a male lo Inches in- 
diameter, and 225 pounds In weight, wlll.be 
fed in a fow days. He .Is the worst cus- 
tomer of all to. handle. 

A number ot new animals, chiefly of the 
larger species of Rocky Mountain and 
Alaska game, will soon be added to the col- 
lection at the Zoo.

. tain a single aside or soliloquy, If any 
character holds the stage alone— and this 
frequently happens, notably in lie fam- 
ous telegraph scene— ihe acting is done 
in pantomime.

The best business 
training that could he given to youna 
men and young Indiea was that which 
was given by the groat commercial linns 
of London-, but he war. sure the experi- 
ence of business men would confirm him 
when he said that the neglect of some of 
the most simple and ordinary rules had 
to inconvenience if not actually tq 
disaster. Recently he had occasion to 
know that a man very high up indeed in 
the affairs of the world caused very con- 
siderable inconvenience because when hi! 
escaped from the trammels of those 
gentlemen who looked after him he in- 
sisted upon sending very important tele- 
grams without keeping any copy of them. 
There was. in fact, no rule of business 
so simple that its observation was not 
important. 

There was a right way to open letters, 
and when they were open care whould be 
taken to see that tile enevlope was emp- 
tied of all that it contained. This ruin 
of the examination of the envelopes was 
vi ry often neglected, and very consider- 
able inconvenience was caused thereby. 
Then there was the necessity for care in 
writing the addresses of those to whom 
the letters were to be sent, and for see- 
ing that the addresM on the face of the 
letter corresponded with the address on 
the envelope. Not very long ago a very 
serious trouble — he would not say it was 
an International trouble, but still it was 
very serious — took place because an im- 
portant despatch which was meant for 
St. Petersburg got into the Washington 
There was a delay of fifteen or.

These and other 
simple rules wore often neglected, and 
then difficulty arose as the result of the 
neglect. Another thing that was very 
important was accuracy. We always had 
the temptation to be content with an In- 
adequate amount of accuracy. They 
should also ilhvayN try to understate their 
proposition rather than overstate it. Ia 
businct-M, and even in social arrange- 
ments, it was far better to be a little hit 
below that ffhjcll they wanted to say 
than to pul their proposition and their 
statement too high.

quarrels between states, were duo to in- 
accuracy of statement and to the using of 
a phrase which was too strong for the 
occasion. An amount of irritation and 
vexation was thun canned which was en- 
tirely foreign to the intentions of the 
speaker or the writer, and which a little 
care in using an accurate phrarse would 
have enabled the speaker or the writer 
to avoid. They shouid therefore always 
be careful to say a little less rather than 
a little more than they meant, and, above 
all things, in business and in social inter- 
course, they should avoid all adjectives 
like poison. (Laughter and cheers.) In 
writing and in speaking the English lan- 
guage it behooved us all to beware of ils 
ambiguity. There was another little rule 
from the neglect id' which he had known 
<>f many instances of suffering. 

If they were going on an exepditlon 
they should make a 1L-4 of the things they 
would require. They should write it 
down ami think it over. Then they must 
be prompt. They niUHt do whatever they 
bad to do at once. They must do the 
day's work in the day, and nut leave ar- 
rears—they would nnly aceumiilate. On 
the other hand, they ought not to antici- 
pate a dilliculty or to make up their 
minds as to what they were going to de- 
cide in a contingency which had not yet 
arisen. The enormous importance of 
study, work and laborious learning of de- 
tniln could not bo ton earnestly inculcat- 
ed. They oould learn facts and details 
which would be of immense use to them 
at a later stage, and they would find that 
employers and heads id' houses would 
sooner or later call upon and use tin 
knowledge of young men or young wn 
men who had acquired a grasp of detail 
in other branches of business over and 
above that with which they were imme- 
diately concerned at the moment. Mem- 
ory might lie cultivated and trained un- 
til it became brighter and more reten- 
tive, and so, ton. the power <>f analysis 
und of thinking out difllculties which 
arose could be cultivated. They should 
learn thoroughly what they had to learn. 
A smattering >vas of no use; superficial 
knowledge was of no use; they should 
go below the surface and learn all llio 
facts bearing on that which was before 
them which they could possibly acquire. 
As for ambition, while excessive ambi- 
tion was a had thing, ambition in moder- 
ation wan a very good thing. Just as 
every soldier ought to carry the baton of 
a Field Marshal in his knapsack, so 
loiters should look forward to the possi- 
bility of his some day becoming the sen- 
ior partner of the firm. What was the 
object of business? What was the ob- 
ject: of commerce? Commerce consisted 
every boy who went into an office to open 
in supplying some one witli what they 
could produce more easily and more 
cheaply than he in exchange for that 
which he, in turn, could produce more 
easily and cheaply than they. That was 
the principle of exchange. If that was 
n right explanation, it followed that real 
commerce, true commerce, was for tho 
advantage of both the parties who en- 
gage in it, and not merely of one. Thcre- 
fore, all who engaged in commerce ought 
to try so to -conduct their negotiations 
that both parties might benefit, and that 
one might not be what was popularly 
called "bested." 

It behooves us all, government officials 
and every one elso who had in any way 
to do with the commerce of the world, to 
find out what purchasers wanted, and to 
supply them with it. Tho cultivation of 
languages whs very important, as mod- 
ern languages would prove of tho utmost 
possible use to all those who were look- 
ing forward to a commercial career, and 
he rejoiced to see the efforts which were 
being made to train young men and 
young Women in the accurate conversa- 
tional knowledge of more than one Eu- 
ropean language. They ought to study 
and to learn the condition under which 
commerce was carried on by other na- 
At the board of trade they were

A NUN'S ROMANCE. 

MtiTried tho Father of a Boy Pupil 
Whoso Welfare She Sought. 

From the Milwaukee Wisconsin. 

A- woman claiming to bo Sister Josep- 
ha, formerly Miss Anna Byrne, of Ken- 
osha, Wis., is at Wichita, Kan., trying to 
be admitted to the Dominican sisterhood. 
She says she once belonged to the older, 
but deserted it some years ago. ,The 
story of the woman reads like a ro 
niance. 

Sister Josepha early in life lived near 
the convent of the Dominican sisters in 
Kenosha. From the sisters she received 
her early education, and when she grew 
to young womanhood she took the vows 
of tho sisterhood and entered the work 
in Kenosha. She was twenty years of. 
ago when she took tho vows of the order, 
aiid for the next live years she taught in 
the different schools Oi the sisters lr 
Wisconsin. In 18SS she returned to Ken 
oslia and entered the work in the convent 
there. Shu remained until 1892, when 
she went to Chicago, and from this date 
the romance of her life began. 

Among the pupils in her Chicago school 
was Willie Harrington, the son of a 
laboring man. Willie was a good boy 
nnd was greatly beloved by the sisters 
at the school. He remained in the school 
for several years and became tho special 
charge of Sister Josepha. But hard times 
came on, nnd Willie was forced to leave 
school and seek employment in one of the 
factories of Chicago. In one of the fac- 
tories tho sister found him again, and 
saw that he was losing much of his teach- 
ings that had been instilled in him at the 
little school of the sisters. She took the 
matter to heart. She conversed with the 
father in regard to the condition of tho 
hul. and finally made the proposition that 
sin- marry the father in order to be al- 
lowed to care for the boy. The offer was 
accepted, and one evening Sister Josepha 
stole from the home of the sisterhood, 
and, laving aside the robes of the order, 
went to Michigan with the father of tho 
lad, and there they were married. 

Thi> sisters sought for tin- missing 
member for some time, but found ni 
trace of her, until she turned up at Wi 
chita a few days ago and asked to be re- 
admitted to the sacred work of tho.

After the wedding the Harrington fnm 
ily met with misfortune and was forced 
to live on a farm near Denver. Later

The report of tho proceedings of the 
sixteenth annual session of the Trades 
and Labor Congress of Canada, held at 
Ottawa in September last, has been 
issued. The report is neatly and well 
gotten up, and reflects much credit on

A.S IT IS TO-DAY. ^ 
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For the ordinary globe trotter who re- 
mains but five minutes in a place, and 
then writes a book upou it this Ialaud of 
Juan Fernandez is forever barred. Th<\ 
only means of communication is by a 'M- 
tou Hchooner named lifter the island, tho 
property of Messrs. Carlos, Fonok & Co., 
Valparaiso, who have leased the fishing 
rights of the island from the Chilian gov- 
ernment and have alao established a can- 
ning factory. For the lishing industry 
they provide the (fisher folk with boats 
and lines; aluo foodstuffs and clothing; 
iu fact the only store 011 the island is the 
property of the linn. Intoxicating li- 
quor or wines, is strictly prohibited. The 
schooner makes one trip a month, brirt. 
ing coal and requisites for the island and 
taking back preserved lisli and oil. The 
latter is made .from tho livers of dog-fish, 
a species of shark, which infest the 
numerous bays about the island. Occa- 
sionally some fur-seals are caught, for 
■which the tsum of four ChiUian dollars a 
skin is given equivalent to $1.32 gold. 
Last June I took over a small steainci 
for the above mentioned linn and band- 
er her over to Mr. Scheid, their manager, 
who was then governor of the island, 
pro tern, during the absence of the legal 
luminary in .Santiago. Being well enter- 
tained and having nothing to do for fif- 
teen days I had ample opportunity to 
meander about the island and see how far 
Daniel Dofoc'a yarn could be verified. 
In the first place, Defoe mentions other 
islands inhabited adjacent to Juan Fer- 
nandez from •whence Crusoe obtained his 
man Friday. From the most remote 
navigator up to the present day no in- 
habited island lias been discovered. Mas. 
Afuera, about 100 miles west is unin- 
habited, and inaccessible, with no anch- 
orage on either side of it. No doubt De- 
foe -was related to Baron Muucheassen 
an a romancer, but such a person as 
Alexander Selkirk did exist as the re- 
cords on the island show, lie was mar- 
ooned, a common practice in the days of 
privateering, the Spaniards being owner 
of the island, and placed goats and pigs 
on it. Main- pirates and letters or 
marque called here to recruit ship. Then 
the Spaniards endeavored to destroy the 
goats without success. The 'formation of 
the island bears resemblance to the 
many one sees in tile Dutch group of 
the Celebes Gilolo, or spice islands, a 
natural upheaval of the sea, minus the 
volcanic evidence that is so prevalent in 
the last mentioned. Vegetation is rank 
and beautiful, water flows spontaneous- 
ly all over the east side; fruit trees are 
studded iu thick clusters in the valleys Of 
Cumberland Bay. Without any care or 
precaution for their welfare; tig trees of 
gigantic proportions, yielding two crops 
ft year are everywhere. 

Cherry, quince, pouch and stunted ap- 
ples are the property of the government, 
and for the free use of auj' one on the is- 
land. The place is infested with rats, of 
which there are two kinds, black and 
grey. The black live in trees and des- 
troy the birds-nests, the grey infest tho 
houses and sea shore for fash-offal and 
are very bold. There nre many dogs on 
the island, all of I'ariah breed, very fierce 
at night to the stranger that happens to 
be out. They go in couples and attack 
tlie same way. The oi^ly remedy is to 
borrow two dogs to follow yon while 
you are meandering. They feel quite 
proud to have a master and run along 
witli great swagger. They find their own 
subsistence on the beach and they have 
all got names but no one craves for own- 
ership. There is one old American 
Whaleman settled there many years, lie 
has pcdigreen for the dogs, if you believe 
him, dating back to the middle ages. The 
caves in Cumberland Bay are artificial, 
built by the Spaniards during their occu- 
pancy to house political prisoners. Tho 
only original cave oi any magnitude is in 
English Bay, where iiobinson Crusoe 
lived. The highest point on the island 
is Vungue, a long razor-harked prceiph 
inaccessible, having an altitude of 3.130 
feet above sea level. -No one lias 1 
been able to ascend it. Kecords are 
en of several attempts and one man was 
killed. The peak is nominally used by 
the inhabitants as a barometer, for when 
il is capped by clouds or otherwise ob- 
scured, the fishermen retire ito their 
nian'd, hut in 1S71 regular shipments 
of his coal mine. For 1 time only enough 
homes, and all the most modern metero 
logical instruments of today will not in 
tluce them to launch a boat., 

North of Yungile there is a hole in tho 
wall called the lookout: this is where Se 
kirk looked askance over the expanse of 
the L'ncifio for passing ships. The view 
commands both sides, nnd it is also stat- 
ed on the island that when apprised by 
the English bluejackets in search of him 
lie ran from them like read. During the 
winter months torrential rains, acompan 
ied by violent squalls of wind, continuinj 
/with unabated fury, sweep down the val- 
leys, doing much damage. During tho 
months of December, January and Feb 
ruary the island is at its best; these aro 
the close season months for the (Lnug- 
ousta), the South American lobster, con- 
sidered a great treat by the gourmands 
of Valparaiso and Santiago. During my 
sojourn on the island there were but two 
musical instruments, the zither, the prop- 
erly of the manager, who is a perfect 
master on the instrument; the other 
German accordian played hy the school 
master. When the weather permit 
fandango (the national dance) ou Sunday 
is one of the methods of relaxation. 

The only amusement among the inhal 
itants is playing marbles. Old men and 
young boys, till in 11 heap, jabbering like 
children, the schoolmaster among them. 
I was surprised, and linked them why 
they did not Ily kites. _ They said Un- 
wind was too uncertain, or else they 
would. There is no clergyman of any 
denomination, but the prevailing belief 
is Roman Catholic. The maximum heat 
is 7-1 degrees- the maximum cold. 57 
degrees. Longevity is great, and sick- 
ness is unknown on the island. I saw 
but two graves in Cumberland Bay — one 
from drowning, the other an abortion. 
The population amounts to 00 inhabit- 
ants, all told. There nre HO males and 
d() females. The races represented are: 
Teutonic, 1; Scandinavian, 1; Slav, 1 
the rest are of the Latin race. 

The enumerated quantity of known 
sfock on the island is as follows: Horses, 
100, fairly well bred; horned cattle, 70; 
mules and donkeys, 15(1; wild pigs, 150 
(estimated); wild goats, 1,'200 (estimat- 
ed); sheep, domesticated, 12. ' The 
houses are 30 in number, built on 
chosen sites about the liny. 

The following is the inscription on 
Selkirk's tablet, cut iu an iron plate: 

" In memory of Alexander Selkirk, a 
native of Largo, in the County of Fife, 
Scotland, who lived on this island in 
complete solitude for .four years and 
four months. He was landed from the 
Cinque Fort galley. 00 tons, 10 guns;' 
A. D. 1701. And was taken off in the 
Duke, privateer, February 12, 1709. Ho 
died a lieutenant in Her Majesty's ship 
Weymouth. 172.'!, aged -17 years. A. D. 
1723." 

This tablet was erected near Selkirk's 
lookout by Commodore Fowell and the 
ofllcers of II. M. S. Topaz, in the year 
1SGS.

JAPANESE SWORDS. 

From the London Globe. 

The blades of Japanese sabres are formed 
of a metal prepared from magnetic Iron 
produced In tho form of thin laminae, ami 
the workman commences by lixlm: one of 
those to the end of an Iron rod. which 
serves as a handle. To this are soldered 
other sheets until tho mass has a length of 
from six to elcht Inches, a width of two 
inches, and a thickness of from one-quarter 
to four-fifths of an inch. This bar. brought 
to a white heat, Is doubled upon Itseif and 
hammered until It has taken Its original di- 
mensions. This process is repeated fifteen 
limes. Four smaller bars are then Soldered 
together, doubled upon themselves, rc- 
Boldercd and heated, this operation being 
repeated live times. By this process the 
superposed layers of metal become so thin 
that a sabre is estimated to eontu n at. 
least thousand sheets of metal. Some- 
times alternate layers of Iron and* steel are 
soldered together, and thus the blado pre- 
sents a veined appearance.

A wider circle of readers tliiin the regu- 
lar students of Oriental nreluieology will 
l'.ml Interesting niutt,er In "The Letters 
and Inscriptions of Hammurabi. King of 
Babylon, about Ii. 0*. 2,200." These docu- 
ments, of which we -Rive some account be- 
low, have been edited by Sir. Leonard 
King, chief assistant in the Assyrian de- 
I'uituieat of the British Museum, and just 
published by Messrs. Lurac & Co., as part 
pit the Semitic Text and Translation Series. 

The famous iconoclastic school of criti- 
cism, in which Nlebuhr was the head and 
Sir George Cornewall Lewis the chief rep- 
resentative in this country, lias received 
many a Crushing defeat at the bauds of 
the explorer and decipherer. It is doubtful, 
however, if any has been more astonishing 
and unexpected than that, given by the 
small clay tablets now exhibited In the 
new Babylonian room of the British Mu- 
seum. With, a steady persistency the 
skeptics denied the early knowledge of 
writing, and even when invented they de- 
clared It to have been the sole property of 
liml initiated hierarchy. To spenk of a credi- 
ble Orlentni literature of any antiquity was 
but to cause a smile of contempt. 

The mention of letters passing between 
Solomon and Hiram regarding the erec- 
tion of the Temple was a manifest proof 
of the late origin of the Book of Chronicles, 
and even the existence of n royal uiatl 
service In the time of Hezeklah (Second 
Chronicles, xxx.. G) -was considered very 
doubtful. The whole of this theory has, 
however, been demolished by these snin'l 
fragments of inscribed clay, which, four 
thousand years ago, each In a oaivfuPy 
iiddressed envelope, were despatched from 
the City of Babylon by the hand of a roval 
postman. The tablets are a series of let- 
ters from the kings of the first, or Am- 
blan, dynasty of Babylon, about B. C. 
2200. which dealt with public affairs and 
were addressed to officials In the cities .of 
L'arsa and/ Slppara. The tablets are about 
three Inches square, and rather thick, and 



are Inscribed on both sides. After being 
".T'tteu the tablet was enclosed in a clay 
enve.-^r, [some of these are exhibited) on 
which the name of the addressee was In- 
scribe, d. There are about eighty of these 
preciouj documents. The epoch of the first 
dynasty of Babylon was one of the most 
Important In the history of that country, 
fur It was. at this time that the small city 
kingdoms were abolished, and rule central- 
ized In Babylon— a state of affairs which 
continued until the Greek conquest. 

It was a period of vast activity, both in 
the state and among the people themselves 
as Is shown by the thousands of letters, 
legal- deeds, and memoranda that have 
come down to us, and was unsurpassed by 
any subsequent nge. except, perhaps, the 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar the Great. The 
new rulers centralized all government In 
the capital and In the person of the King; 
hence we find him wilting In regard to 
the most trivial matters, such as the des- 
patch of a baker to Babylon. This was the 
period when most of the great public works 
of Babllonla were undertaken, and the 
country was covered with a network of 
navigable trunk canals ami smaller Irriga- 
tion works. Hammurabi, who may be the 
Amrapel of the Bible (Genesis, xiv,) , was 
most active In constructing these works, 
and built a great canal, called "The Itlver 
of Hammurabi, the Giver of Abundance to 
Men," probably the Shat-cl-Nll. The letters 
□how- that the system of public works dif- 
fered little from that of Egypt or India of 
to-day. The operation of the corvee is 
Illustrated bv the following passages: 
"Thus saitu Hammurabi. (Klug:) Behold. I 
am despatching unto thee three hundred 
and sixty laborers, (cnrrlers.) See that one 
hundred and eighty of these laborers serve 
with the men of the City of Larsa, and one 
hundred and eighty with the men of Unhu- 
bu." Kaeh district had to send its men to 
work on the public works In the vicinity. 
Thus we read: "Thou shalt cnll out the 
men who hold land on the banks of the 
Dnmanum Canal that they may clear It 
out." There Is also a curious pnrallel to 
the corvee as It might have been seen in 
Egypt not ninny years ago. "On seeing this 
letter the basket men, who are under you. 
who are at work, take them and yoke them 
together and send them in ship." to - a new 
task. The public labor under the yoke was 
the Babylonian hard labor, and the King 
in one letter orders It as Duulsn'.uent for a 
fraudulent money lender. 

Another series of letters of esnec'al va tie 
are those relating to the collectlm of 1CV- 
enue. The Semitic Kings of this dynasty! 
had found a fully developed flsc.il system - 
at handy the Invention of their Suui.r'an. 



predecessors, and the museum possesses 
mauy line specimens of their account books 
and revenue returns. But. w'rti he uvw 
policy of centralized rule, the tuxes when 
collected, hud to be sent to Babylon, la 
regard to them we have many letters. Tixo 
tax collector had a hard task. and. more- 
over, was not more honest to bis master 
than toward the taxpayer. Thus we read: 
"Euuul Murduk has laid bauds on the 
money for the Temple of the- God of Jus- 
tice from the city or the workmen, uud 
has not paid the full sum," But the writ- 
er says: "The palace has exacted the full 
amount from me." In another case, two 
officials, who fear to present their ac- 
counts at the capital, say: "Since now It Is 
seed time, shall we come to Babylon dur- 
ing seed tlme'i" Defaulting ofllcla's had 
bhort shrift, for the King savs, regard- 
ing two inspectors: "Thou shalt send them 
unto Babylon, that they may render their 
accounts. See that they travel night and 
day. and reach Babylon la two days." 

In most eases the taxes on corn, wool, 
dates, etc., were paid lit kind, but in some 
cases they were commuted. The large trad- 
ing guilds, such as merchants, boatmen, 
etc., paid in money through an agent. Thus 
we have "the merchants who are In the 
district see to It that they nay the silver, 
which is due as revenue irom those mer- 
chants, and let them take It to you. But 
If those merchants bring not the money 
which is due from them as revenue, to my 
presence, send them." A system of taxation 
such as is here shown, resembling that of 
all Eastern lands, naturally Implies the 
existence of the money-lender: and a large 
proportion relate to those cases where the 
clients have appealed to the King for pro- 
tection. From the examples here It would 
seem the King acted justly in most cases, 
taking all evidence, and examining the 
deeds. One example only can be quoted. 
The plaintiff says to the King: "I lent 
thirty measures of corn to Sln-Mnglr, the 
governor, and I hold his receipt for the 
sume; for three years I have besought him, 
and he will not repay me the corn." in re- 
gard to this, the King savs. In his letter: 
"I have seen bis tablet, (receipt), and Sln- 
Mnglr shall repay (he corn with Interest 
thereon." A Judgment of a lust ludge. The 
letters which deal with the King's rela- 
tions with the local law courts point to a 
perfectly organized Judicial Bystsm, man'- 
festiy of great antiquity. The great clt'es 
all had courts, with a bench of lodges, 
presided over by a president, or rabbh.n. 
Very curious Is this letter: "Concerning 
X, who has brought an action in the mat- 
ter of certain land. I have- already written 
to thee. Behold. I have appointed him as 
scribe of the temple bakers, to prepare 
the offerings In Ur. Wheu the offerings In 
Ur shall be completed, send him unto Baby- 
lon (with) the parties to the suit, that the 
ease may be concluded." Great care was 
taken to prevent collusion among the wit- 
nesses, and an official Is ordered to send 
certain men as witnesses, thus: "When 
thou shalt send them, tbnu shalt not send 
them together, but each man shall thou 
send by himself." Space will not permit us 
to deal wltli more of tills Interesting corre- 
spondence, but It must be borne In mliiil 
that these few letters represent hundreds 
find thousands more that remain hidden In 
the record chambers of the burled temples 
and palaces of Clinltlea. 



A STRANGE ACCIDENT. 



Peculiar Results of Firing Guns on the 

Thunderer. 
From Broa.l Arrow. 

While the sooxmd-cluss battleship Thun- 
derer was on her way from Pembroke Dock 
to Devonport, an accident occurred to her 
guns. When the vessel was o(T Mllford 
Haven n target was put out for firing prac- 
tice, the 10-Inch B. L. turret gun being 
used. A projectile had been placed In one 
of the guns and the electric current turned 
on, when there was an explosion quite dif- 
ferent from that which usually accompanies 
the discharge of a projectile. Nothing came 
out of the gun except a few fragments of 
the projectile, which were thrown sonic 
distance from the ship. The base plate 
of the projectile was left in the gun, as 
well ns u portion of the frame, and when 
the plate was afterwards removed the pres- 
sure of the gas left In the gun caused a 
portion of the projectile to be expelled with 
some force from the breech end of the gun. 



When the second gun was fired, a hole 
between two Inches and three Inches In 
diameter was blown through the projectile, 
the outer part, together with the base plate 
being left In the gun. In this case the b.iae 
plate was separated from the rest of the 
projectile. Such a thing Is believed never 
to have occurred in any ship before. . The 
only explanation so far suggested is either 
that the powder in the project'le was damp 
or that there was a quantity of 'water In 
the guns. A cast will be made of the In- 
side of each gun to ascertain whether either 
has been damaged. An Inquiry Into the 
mishap has been held, but the cause has 
not been determined.

TnE ARMY CORPS. 

Its Organization Will Probably Be Abandon, 
ed by Britain. 

Army and Navy Gnzette. 

One thing appears to have been settled 
by the recent war. The Army Corps or- 
ganization wlil probably be abandoned. It 
was adopted, no doubt, In Imitation of 
the German plan, and Is a symmetrical and 
satisfactory arrangement for European war- 
fare. But It will not serve for operations 
abroad, It Is now stated authoritatively 
that the division !s the largest tactical unit 
that can be conveniently employed In the 
'field. A first objection to the Army Corps 
Is the Impossibility of embarking It intact, 
and to embark and sail somewhere Is a 
first step In offensive warfare. The first 
Army Corps called Into existence last Octo- 
ber twelvemonth fell to pieces the moment 
Its constituents landed In South Africa. 
No doubt pressure of circumstances led to 
this, but It Is also certain that as a unit 
the corps was to clumsy and too big. We 
snw, therefore, that all reinforcement's as 
they followed went In the shape of div- 
isions, and Lord Roberts worked with the 
divisional null throughout. With the dis- 
appearance of the Army Corps, corps- troops 
will go. .The Infantry divisions will have 
their own small proportion of cavalry and 
artillery, but we may look for Independent 
divisions of the former, and the artillery 
probably will be grouped In much the same 
way.
